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The cold comforts 

of film director 
John Schlesinger 

see Arts section 











Supreme Court declares 
Amendment 2 


UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


by Bob Roehr 


E quality Under Law” is the phrase etched into the white mar¬ 
ble atop the U.S. Supreme Court building. For too long it 
seemed those words did not apply to gay and lesbian Amer¬ 
icans. That changed dramatically Monday, May 20 when the 
Court affirmed 6-3 the state supreme court decision that Colorado’s 
anti-gay Amendment 2 is unconstitutional. 

“Amendment 2 classifies homosexuals not to further a proper 
legislative end, but to make them unequal to everyone else,” Justice 
Anthony Kennedy wrote in concluding the majority opinion for 
the case formally known as Romer v. Evans. “This Colorado cannot 
do. A State cannot so deem a class of persons a stranger to its laws. 
Amendment 2 violates the Equal Protection Clause.” 

In its appeal to the court, the State of Colorado had argued that

“the measure does no more than 
deny homosexuals special rights.” 

“This reading of the amend¬ 
ment’s language is implausible,” 
penned Kennedy. “To the contrary, 
the amendment imposes a special 
disability upon those persons 
alone. Homosexuals are forbidden 
the safeguards that others enjoy or 
may seek without constraint. They 
can obtain specific protection against discrimination only by enlist¬ 
ing the citizenry of Colorado to amend the state constitution.... 

“We find nothing special in the protections Amendment 2 with¬ 
holds. These protections are taken for granted by most people, ei¬ 
ther because they already have them or do not need them; these are 
protections against exclusion from an almost limitless number of 
transactions and endeavors that constitute ordinary civic life in a 
free society.... 

“Its sheer breadth is so discontinuous with the reasons offered 
for it,” he continued, “that the amendment seems inexplicable by 
anything but animus towards the class that it affects; it lacks a ra¬ 
tional relationship to legitimate state interests.... The resulting dis¬ 
qualification of a class of persons from the right to seek specific 
protection from the law is unprecedented in our jurisprudence.... 

“It is not within our constitutional tradition to enact laws of this 
sort. Central both to the idea of the rule of law and to our own Con-

Katz, Amos Brown 
to fill vacancies 

Lesbian appointed 
to college board

M ayor Willie Brown announced the 
appointments of openly lesbian 
community college board president 
and attorney Leslie Katz and Rev¬ 
erend Amos Brown to the Board of Super¬ 
visors Tuesday, May 21. 

Mayor Brown also named openly les¬ 
bian juvenile justice advocate Andrea 
Shorter to replace Katz on the community 
college board. 

Katz and Amos Brown are expected to take 
their seats on the board within the next two 
weeks, according to a mayor’s spokesman. 

Katz will fill the vacancy that was created 
last week when Supervisor Willie Kennedy 
announced her resignation, effective June 3; 
Amos Brown will fill the seat that was va¬ 
cated when Carole Migden was elected to 
the Assembly. 

That means Katz will need to run for re¬ 


election this November, while Amos 
Brown’s term expires two years later. 

Reaction to the appointment of Amos 
Brown was mixed in the gay community, 
while reaction to the Katz and Shorter ap¬ 
pointments was supportive. 

Mayor Brown said he received no lobby¬ 
ing against naming Amos Brown to the 
board. The mayor did acknowledge he re¬ 
ceived heavy lobbying for the two seats. 

“For the first time diversity and politics 
are heavily influenced by my success on the 
positive side,” Mayor Brown said. 

Katz said she had heard her name was 
being considered for a spot on the board, 
but that she had no meetings with Mayor 
Brown and only found out about her selec¬ 
tion after the mayor’s press conference. 

Amos Brown said he learned he was 
being considered after reading about it in a 
newspaper column last week. He is not re¬ 
lated to the mayor.

E fforts to build a community center for San Francisco's gay, lesbian, bisexual and transgender com¬ 
munity cleared a major hurdle this week as months of negotiations resulted in an agreement to pur¬ 
chase land on upper Market Street. Ray Hoffman, owner of the Market Street property located be¬ 
tween Octavia and Laguna Streets, signed the agreement May 17. Currently, the site is occupied by a 
three-story Victorian, a gay sex club, and a used car lot. Plans call for restoring the weatherbeaten Victo¬ 
rian and building a new six-story building connected to the existing structure. At the moment, San Fran¬ 
cisco is the only major city in California without a community center serving its LGBT community. 


Expansive SF domestic 
partners law planned

an Francisco Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano introduced 
legislation this week to 
mandate that domestic partner 
benefits be offered to employees 
of businesses that have contracts 
with the city. 

The legislation, written with 
the assistance of the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual Democrat¬ 
ic Club, was introduced by Am¬ 
miano at the Board of Supervisors 
meeting Monday, May 20. 

The ordinance now goes to the 
city attorney’s office, and Ammi¬ 
ano said that a public hearing will 
be held before the board votes on 
the measure, which is expected to 
be within the next month. 

If the board of supervisors 
adopts the legislation, according 
to Milk Club President Jeff Shee- 
hy, it would require all companies 
that contract with the city to treat 
domestic partnerships as if they 
were marriages for the purpose of 
providing benefits to their em¬ 
ployees and their employees’ do¬ 
mestic partners. 

The Domestic Partner Equity 
Bill, as it’s called, states that do¬ 
mestic partners need to be regis¬ 
tered with a governmental body. 

At a Monday morning press 
conference at City Hall, Sheehy 
said six supervisors have already 
indicated they will support the 
measure. 

“This sends a signal to the rest 
of the country that in San Fran¬ 
cisco, tax dollars will not be used 
to discriminate against same-gen¬ 
der couples,” Sheehy said. 

Ammiano said he has received 
no reaction from any companies 
that might be affected by the leg¬ 
islation. He also said he has not 
yet spoken to Mayor Willie Brown 
about the proposal.

Carol Piasente, spokeswoman 
for the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, said the chamber has 
no comments on the proposed 
ordinance and were waiting to see 
a copy of it. 

Under current law, all agencies, 
companies, and retailers that do 
business with the city are required 
to fulfill mandates of a nondis¬ 
crimination clause in the Admin¬ 
istrative Code. This clause pro¬ 
hibits discrimination on the basis 
of a person’s race, ethnicity, gen¬ 
der, national origin, sex, sexual 
orientation, or gender identity. 

Ammiano’s bill would also add 
language to that clause to also 
prohibit companies from denying 
employees with domestic partners 
the same benefits given to em¬ 
ployees with spouses. 

Under current law, employers 
are not required to provide be¬ 
reavement leave or family leave to 
employees if the employees’ do¬ 
mestic partner dies or becomes ill. 
This legislation would require 
employers to provide such bene¬ 
fits if the employer provides them 
to employees in situations involv¬ 


ing the employees’ spouse. 

“We don’t see this as a measure 
that will cost the city, or those en¬ 
tities that contract with the city, 
any money at all. Most benefits, 
such as bereavement leave and 
family leave, have no out-of-pock¬ 
et costs associated with them,” 
Sheehy explained. “Other benefits, 
such as health insurance, usually 
require the employee to pay for 
the cost of providing insurance to 
their spouse. This bill would re¬ 
quire the employee to pay for the 
cost for their domestic partner in 
the same manner.” 

Geoffrey Kors, a civil rights at¬ 
torney and co-chair of the Queer 
Rights Committee of the club, was 
one of the principal authors of the 
bill. 

“If a business wants city 
money, then that business should 
be required to provide the same 
benefits that the city and many of 
our largest and most prestigious 
businesses already offer,” Kors 
stated. “The lesbian, gay, and bi¬ 
sexual community contributes a 
huge amount to the city’s coffers. 
That money should not be given 
to companies that treat our rela¬ 
tionships as anything less than 
equal to the relationships of het¬ 
erosexuals.” 

Carol Stuart, the other co¬ 
chair of the Milk Club’s commit¬ 
tee, addressed concerns that some 
businesses will be unable to find 
an insurance company that will 
provide these benefits. She ex¬ 
plained that many companies, in¬ 
cluding the city, have been able to 
provide health insurance at virtu¬ 
ally no additional cost. 

Stuart, an aide to state Senator 
Milton Marks, also pointed out 
that if the contracting companies 
cannot obtain the benefits despite 
reasonable efforts, they will be ex¬ 
empt from compliance if the or¬ 
dinance becomes law. V

$10,000 bequest to the group. 

The AIDS service organization 
provides much-needed personal 
care, toiletry, and holiday gift 
items to people with AIDS 
throughout San Francisco med¬ 
ical and hospice facilities. 

San Francisco businesswoman 
Chris Puccinelli was suspended 
from the agency’s board of direc¬ 


tors on May 16, ten days after an 
attorney for the estate which 
made the bequest complained the 
check had been cashed in 1994 
but GSF officials never gave for¬ 
mal acknowledgment of the be¬ 
quest. 

The attorney’s complaint was 
the first that other members of 
the agency’s board learned of the 
bequest from the estate of a man 
who died of AIDS, according to 


GSF co-chair and attorney Julian 
Lastowski. 

“Emotionally, it’s been really 
hard. But I think everyone under¬ 
stands that we have to deal with 
this in a professional manner,” 
Lastowski said. “We have an ethi¬ 
cal and fiduciary duty to the com¬ 
munity and our donors.” 

Citing the ongoing investiga¬ 


tion, Lastowski declined to iden¬ 
tify immediately the estate which 
made the bequest. 

Puccinelli did not return Bay 
Area Reporter calls for comment. 

What’s in a name? 

Longtime owner of Awards by 
Chris, a trophy and awards sales 
and engraving business, Puccinel¬ 
li allegedly deposited the check 
into an unauthorized account she 


created for the “SF GodFather 
Service Fund,” a name very simi¬ 
lar to the GodFather Service 
Fund, which already had existing 
accounts, according to attorney 
Lastowski. 

Puccinelli “never had access to 
GodFather Service Fund bank ac¬ 
counts, which are carefully moni¬ 
tored by the treasurer,” Lastowski 
said, although she did have mail 
collection and distribution re¬ 
sponsibilities for the agency for a 
brief period two years ago. 

Locks on the AIDS service 
group’s postal box have been 
changed since Puccinelli’s suspen¬ 
sion. 

Lastowski said Puccinelli 
claimed she had receipts for ex¬ 
penditures made from the ac¬ 
count, and that “issues of criminal 
intent” were up to law enforce¬ 
ment investigators to determine. 

“We are not the estate, the 
bank or the District Attorney’s 
Office,” Lastowski said. 

But he said Puccinelli’s failure 
to disclose the account - or the 
bequest (one of only three major 
bequests the agency has received)

- was not acceptable. 

Lastowski urged donors who 
have any questions about whether 
their contributions were inter¬ 
cepted and went into the unau¬ 
thorized account to send a photo¬ 
copy of the front and back of the 
canceled check in question to The 
GodFather Service Fund, 584 Cas¬ 
tro Suite 225 San Francisco, CA 
94114.

Vehicle identified in Bay 
Bridge anti-gay attack

A uthorities have identified 
the owner of a Jeep Chero¬ 
kee that four youths al¬ 
legedly used to run a San Francis¬ 
co gay man off the Bay Bridge in a 
vicious April 21 anti-gay incident, 
during which they threatened to 
kill him. However, police say, de¬ 
spite the identification they can’t 
make any arrests - yet. 

The car might belong to the fa¬ 
ther of one of the four young Lati¬ 
no assailants who were involved 
in the anti-gay attack against Anil 
Sukhram - but because the regis¬ 
tered owner of the vehicle was not 
involved in the attack, he can’t be 
charged, police say. 

“The four guys out there who 
did this can get away with it be¬ 
cause the registered owner was 
not the driver. It really pisses me 
off,” Sukhram told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

The 37-year-Fijian was driving 
his pick-up truck, with a rainbow 
flag on the fender, across the Bay 
Bridge at about 5 p.m. that Sun¬ 
day, returning from some rental 
properties he maintains in the 
East Bay, when the incident oc¬ 
curred. 

“I was just driving along, when 
I saw these guys in the Jeep start 
to drive by. All of sudden, they 
just cut me off and I pulled over 
to the side lane - just trying to 
avoid them until I got to the 5th 
Street exit,” Sukhram said. 

As soon as Sukhram got off the 
Bay Bridge and off the exit, three 
of the youths jumped out from 
the car and came at him - threat¬ 
ening to kill him and yelling anti¬ 
gay epithets. 


“They kicked the car and tried 
to open my door, and punched 
the window,” he told the B.A.R. 
“One of the guys put a dent in the 
back left side with his fist. I drove 
through the red light honking my 
horn.” 

As Sukhram managed to pull 
into the far left lane, driving 
through the 6th and Harrison 
Street intersection, honking his 
horn and desperately trying to at¬ 
tract attention, he spotted a 
parked police van, whose officer 
driver was casually enjoying a 
small snack. 

“He was chewing sunflower 
seeds and spitting the seeds onto 
the street,” said Sukhram. “I 
opened his door from the passen¬ 
ger side and said these four guys 
are trying to kill me.” 

Sukhram described the youths 
as Latino, in their late teens to 
mid-20s, with close cropped hair, 
dressed causally in jeans and T- 
shirts. One of the men wore a 
small goatee. 

As the Jeep veered into view 


and then cut through a gas sta¬ 
tion, the cop and Sukhram tried 
to trail the car - but eventually the 
cop turned another direction and 
Sukhram realized he was on his 
own. 

“I saw them head back to 5th 
Street, and saw that they were 
going to catch the freeway going 
back,” Sukhram told the B.A.R. 
He managed to get the license 
number of the car, and called po¬ 
lice after he returned home. An 
officer was dispatched to take a re¬ 
port. 

“It’s still an active case and 
under investigation. We would 
like to identify these people,” San 
Francisco police Special Investiga¬ 
tions Division Sergeant Marlene 
Ottone told the Bay Area Reporter. 

But Ottone acknowledged that 
although Sukhram may be able to 
take civil legal action against the 
owner of the car, police action 
against him is not currently war¬ 
ranted because the owner “is 
clearly not one of the people de¬ 
scribed in the police report.” ▼ 


Cops make arrest in 
Buena Vista Park case

"he Special Investigations 
Division of the San Francis¬ 
co Police Department ar¬ 
rested a man suspected of being 
the Buena Vista Park robber on 
Thursday, May 16. 

Now police are asking victims 
of the alleged assailant to come 
forward and provide information 
that will help in positively identi¬ 
fying the robber, according to 
openly lesbian SID Sergeant Mar¬ 
lene Ottone. 

“We need people who have 
been victimized to contact us,” 
Ottone said. 

The suspect in the thefts and 
assaults is in custody on “an unre¬ 
lated matter,” according to Assis¬ 
tant District Attorney Chuck 
Haines of the district attorney’s 
Hate Crimes Unit. 

Haines declined to release the 
name of the individual. 

The arrest occurred Thursday, 
May 16th, one day after Ottone 
distributed flyers through the Cas¬ 
tro, the Haight district cruising 
site, and other areas, seeking infor¬ 
mation about the assailant. Earlier 
in the day the Bay Area Reporter hit 
the street with a story about the 


robber on the front page. 

The assailant’s method was to 
participate in sexual activity with 
victims in the popular gay public 
sex spot - and while victims were 
either partially disrobed or in 
other vulnerable positions, he 
would pick their pockets. 

In one recent incident, the as¬ 
sailant allegedly broke two fingers 
of a victim who confronted the 
robber when he realized his pock¬ 
et had been picked. 

The Buena Vista Park rob¬ 
beries have been occurring for at 
least four months, according to 
one January victim - who com¬ 
plained that when he contacted 
CUAV about the incident, he was 
given the sense that it would be 
futile to complain to police about 
the assault. 

However, CUAV executive di¬ 
rector Lester Olmstead-Rose told 
the Bay Area Reporter that it 
would be a violation of the 
agency’s policy to dissuade people 
from filing police reports. 

‘Non-judgmental’ 

“We do not tell people not to 
call the police. In fact, we encour¬ 
age them to call police,” Olm¬ 
stead-Rose said. “But if someone 
is very frightened of talking to po¬ 


lice, we do not tell them they 
must.” 

In fact, CUAV was instrumen¬ 
tal in having one Buena Vista as¬ 
sault case reassigned to Ottone, 
after that victim complained 
about his treatment by a hetero : 
sexual male officer. 

“Because public sex is illegal, 
sometimes people who are vic¬ 
tims of truly serious and violent 
crimes such as a robbery and as¬ 
sault are frightened to go to police 
because of the social stigma, as 
well as the illegality,” said Olm¬ 
stead-Rose. 

But, he said, police and CUAV 
are much more concerned about 
stopping violent criminal activi¬ 
ties, and in a case like the Buena 
Vista Park robber, the emphasis is 
on finding the perpetrator. 

“We maintain a non-judgmen¬ 
tal position about our clients’ sex¬ 
ual activities - and in a case such 
as this with serial victimization, 
our first priority is stopping the 
assaults,” he said. ▼

i n the space of two days this week, the 
^ United States Supreme Court has af- 
| firmed our basic civil rights as gay peo¬ 
ple, and the San Francisco mayor has 
named the homophobic Amos Brown to 
the Board of Supervisors. It’s the best and 
worst of times, all right. 

Mayor Brown’s decision to put Amos 
Brown into Carole Migden’s supe seat is the 
kind of outrage that people accused former 
Mayor Jordan of. But the truth is that when 
Roberta Achtenberg left for Washington, 
Jordan replaced her with Susan Leal, a les¬ 
bian; it is the pseudoprogressive current 
mayor’s idea to replace a lesbian with a ho¬ 
mophobic minister. 

A number of gay Amos Brown support¬ 
ers (an unheard-of phenomenon as recent¬ 
ly as Monday) say he has changed, grown, 
learned. Then he proved that talk was non¬ 
sense the morning after his appointment, 
when he told local TV host Ross McGowan 
that his relationship with homosexuals was 
“the gay and lesbian community’s problem.” 

He followed that astounding statement 
by saying, “They created it.” 

We aren’t making this up. 

Nor are we inventing the long history of 
divisive remarks upon which Amos Brown 
has built his career. He told McGowan that 
his past - “if gays want to look at it” - did not 
include homophobia, but the evidence is 
there to disprove it, if he wants to look at it. As 
matters of record, they speak for themselves. 

Pity the same cannot be said for the 
mayor’s gay and lesbian backers, who know 
perfectly well what an insult this is. They, how¬ 
ever, are toeing the Brown line and refusing to 
acknowledge how heinous the appointment 
was and is and will be. Carole Migden, in fact, 
told us the choice was “stellar.” 

Not true, Assemblywoman Migden, and 
you know it. Is that the effect Sacramento 
has on your honesty? 

If Reverend Brown is really interested in 
bringing this city together and fostering 
healing, he can start by admitting how big¬ 
oted and small-minded he has been in the 
past. Only that - instead of blaming us and 
accusing us of lying - might make it possi¬ 
ble to believe he’s sincere about learning 
and growing and changing. 

Congratulations to Leslie Katz, however, 
for getting the other Board appointment. As 
we expected, she was given the seat with only 
a few months of Willie Kennedy’s unexpired 
term left. That means she’ll be running for 


reelection soon (unlike Amos Brown, who 
got a seat with two more years on it). We al¬ 
ready wish her all the best on her reelection 
efforts, and in the meantime we look for¬ 
ward to seeing what she does as a supe. 

The Brown/Brown announcement was, 
of course, made in the wake of the 
Supreme Court’s ruling on Monday 
that Colorado’s Amendment 2 is 
unconstitutional. That probably , 
explains why City Hall is still 
standing: everyone’s still in too 
good a mood to riot. 

And no wonder. Now that we’ve won 
our version of Brown v. Board of Educa¬ 
tion, it should be easier to win 
future important victories - on 
matters like gays in the military, 
gender-neutral marriage laws, 
and custody. 

The irony is that our community has 
been trying for such a ruling for many years, 
but it was only through the efforts of our 
sworn enemies that it came to pass. (Once 
again we salute the brilliant minds who 
made this country’s Constitution: because 
of them, the more homophobes try to fight 
us, the more we are liable to win.) Like 
Anita Bryant, the Colorado bigots wound 
up helping us more than they hurt us. We 
hope someone will be able to explain that 


to them - if only to make them as heartsick 
as they tried to make us. 

We also hear the court will take up the 
issue of Cincinnati’s version of Amendment 2 
this Friday, May 24. Those who want to con¬ 
tribute to the Justices’ understanding of gay is¬ 
sues - particularly Rehnquist, the egregious 
Scalia, and his handmaiden, Thomas - 
may write to them at: United States 
Supreme Court Building, One First 
Street N.E., Washington DC 20543. 

And please try to keep a civil 
tongue in your head. 

Meanwhile, something really sig¬ 
nificant is also happening a lot clos¬ 
er to home that day: the Presi¬ 
dential AIDS commission is 
holding a meeting here in San 
Francisco from 1-3 p.m. 

That meeting will be held Friday, May 24 
at the Health Commission Chambers in 101 
Grove Street (on the third floor), and will in¬ 
clude “AIDS czarina” Patsy Fleming; Carol 
Rasco, assistant to the president for domes¬ 
tic policy; Roberta Achtenberg; Dr. Helene 
Gayle of the Centers for Disease Control; Dr. 
David Feigal of the FDA, who will discuss 
drug development and approval; and others.

ran into a friend two Fridays ago at 
H LYRIC (Lavender Youth Recreation and 
" Information Center). He was visibly 
upset, so I asked what was wrong. He had 
been thrown out of a popular 21+ gay 
dance club the Saturday night prior and was 
feeling depressed. I offered condolences and 
went on my way. 

My friend and his situation were in the 
back of my mind as I walked through the 
Castro. I passed a popular dance club, a long 
queue of people waiting to go in. My friend 
wouldn’t look so out of place here. Why 
shouldn’t he be allowed to dance and inter¬ 
act with these adults? Besides, what else was 
there to do on a Friday night? 

At that point I caught myself. What is 
there for young queer people to do at night 
in San Francisco? What were my straight 
counterparts doing tonight? Probably 
someone was throwing a party centered 
around alcohol and heterosexual courtship 
- not a place where a queer youth like me 
would feel comfortable. Where could my 
friend legally dance in a gay-friendly envi¬ 
ronment? The straight community seems 
mobilized for taking care of its heirs - high 
school dances/raves/and ice skating rinks 
are all tailored to straight youth. Conclud¬ 
ing that there was, in fact, nothing to do on 
a Friday night, I lapsed into a mood of anx¬ 
iety about my own social life. 

The arrival of my bus distracted me for 


a moment. On the bus I noticed several 
AIDS awareness posters - young men kiss¬ 
ing, a red Keith Herring ribbon. The queer 
community has certainly met the AIDS cri¬ 
sis with unparalleled organization and com¬ 
mitment. Why couldn’t my friend and I 
benefit from a comparable level of activism? 
LYRIC, although a vital service for the city’s 
queer youth, seems a small operation 
compared to AIDS organizations. An 
organization one-tenth the size of 
the local AIDS-fighting establish¬ 
ment could create social options for 
gay youth with the weekend blues. 

My thoughts were once again 
on my friend. I remembered where 
I had left him, on the steps 
outside LYRIC. What was 
he going to do tonight? It 
didn’t take me long to fig¬ 
ure out the most likely 
thing a bored teenager, gay or straight, 
would do. It made me a little sad to think 
that my friend, because he had nothing bet¬ 
ter to do, would get either loaded or stoned. 
The irony was even more depressing than 
my interminable bus ride: my friend was 
kept out of a dance club to keep him from 
drinking - but this actually increased his 
chances of consuming alcohol. While vari¬ 
ous forces have made it hard to get into 
clubs, they have neglected to secure corner 
stores. As I got off the bus the red ribbon 
caught my eye again. I hoped my inebriated 
friend would use a condom. 

I reached the door and a room of my 
own, where I finally had the chance to piece 


together all my thoughts from the evening. 
I had concluded that, while straight 
teenagers had a few local opportunities, 
there were far fewer for a young queer man 
on Friday nights. The capital needed to cre¬ 
ate dance clubs or other social activities is 
in the control of the adult population. Al¬ 
though the queer community is organized 
around the AIDS epidemic, there seems to 
be a collective amnesia about how hard it is 
to grow up queer. The only possible expla¬ 
nation for this lopsided emphasis is 
that the threat of AIDS is lying on 
everyone’s horizon while adoles¬ 
cence is happily behind adults in 
The Community. 

Investing in queer youth 
seems an appropriate way 
for people who have sur¬ 
vived adolescence to give 
back to the community. 
Ironically, the lack of this investment is one 
reason the gay community has been hit so 
hard by AIDS. 

I am appealing for a partnership be¬ 
tween young queer people and the estab¬ 
lished San Francisco gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity. We need help. We face social torture 
in school, a heterosexist world, and a dearth 
of social opportunities. Understandably our 
rates of destructive behavior, including sui¬ 
cide, are much higher than average. LYRIC 
has proved an effective service, but it needs 
to expand. Queer youth need the invest¬ 
ment of time and money from the adult 
community SO that we can survive - and 
maybe even enjoy - our adolescence. ▼ 
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Schmooze and lose 

I congratulate the B.A.R. for lambasting Lily Tom¬ 
lin for her disgusting schmoozing with V.P. Gore in 
February. It’s about time that she came out - she’s be¬ 
coming a real disservice to the gay/lesbian/bisexual 
community.

Sex myth exposed 

Science likes to boast that it is objective but, in re¬ 
ality, it is constrained by social and religious myths. 
The most pernicious is the belief that sex is only for 
the purpose of reproduction. This belief appears to 
have originated during the Mesolithic era, when hu¬ 
mans first began to understand the link between sex 
and reproduction. Humans have always been ob¬ 
sessed with the “miracle” of birth. So, since sex creat¬ 
ed new life, sex became a sacred act and taboo. 

In fact, there is no reason why genital contact 
should be restricted to reproduction and, in humans, 
sex appears to be largely divorced from reproduction. 
If sex were strictly reproductive, two or three sexual 
experiences would be all that the average person 
could expect in a lifetime. 

Homosexuality is the crucial test for all theories of 
sexual behavior, since, if sex is strictly reproductive 
behavior, homosexuality would be impossible. Ho¬ 
mosexuality has not been explained because what is 
impossible cannot be explained. 

Biologists now have overwhelming and conclusive 
evidence to enable us to understand homosexuality, 
but we must look at factors other than reproduction. 

We can find the precursors of all homosexual be¬ 
havior in chimpanzee and bonobo dominance con¬ 
flict. When males fight, they bite one another’s geni¬ 
tals and, when they display dominance, they mount 
one another. In humans, homosexual men ritualize 
this behavior. Dominance is the trait which sexually 
attracts the most masculine males to other masculine 
males, often to the neglect of females. 

For our ancestors to survive periods of environ¬ 
mental stress, it became necessary for males to coop¬ 
erate with other males (and, to a lesser extent, females 
with females) instead of fighting among themselves. 
Cooperating to preserve the gene pool is more im¬ 
portant than preserving any one individual’s combi¬ 
nation of genes. 

The biological law which governs homosexuality is 
this: homosexual behavior is sublimated dominance 
conflict; it is not deviant reproductive behavior. 

When social influences are eliminated, this bio¬ 
logical law is consistent with all homosexual behavior 
as well as homophobia. Homophobic males are inse¬ 
cure in their masculinity and fear being mounted by 
other men. Only a reaction to dominance behavior 
can account for the antagonism they feel toward gays. 

Sex may now be defined as aggressive behavior 
which has been modified so that the participants give 
each other pleasure rather than pain. While repro¬ 
duction is the primary reason for sex in most animals, 
sex is not reproductive behavior. 

For those who wish to pursue an understanding 
of human sexuality and homosexuality, two excellent 
references to start with are Peacemaking Among Pri¬ 
mates by Frans De Waal (1989, Harvard University 
Press) and Theorizing Sexuality: Seeds of a Transdisci- 
plinary Paradigm Shift by Paul Okami and Laura Pen- 
delton (1994, Current Anthropology, 35-1 pp. 85-91).

Prayers answered 

In late December, 1994,1 was detained by an SFPD 
officer for stopping on the Eugenia Avenue steps in 
Bernal Heights to say a silent prayer on my way to 
work. During this incident, I was subjected to com¬ 
ments by the officer regarding my sexual orientation, 
HIV status and choice of religion that I felt were in¬ 
appropriate and damaging. This event was given sig¬ 
nificant coverage by the Bay Area Reporter and was 
looked into by Sup. Tom Ammiano’s office, as well as 
Community United Against Violence. 

I filed a complaint regarding the actions of the 
SFPD officer with the Office of Citizen Complaints 
(OCC) immediately following the incident. After the 
OCC completed its investigation, I requested a for¬ 
mal administrative hearing, where all the parties in¬ 
volved would be able to more fully discuss the offi¬ 
cer’s conduct and the issues raised by my complaint. 
Although such hearings are granted in less than five 
percent of OCC cases, the OCC determined that the 
issues merited further review, and granted a hearing. 

In late July 1995, this hearing took place at the 
OCC offices. Attorney Kate Dyer of the law firm of 
Steel, Clarence and Buckley represented me at the 
hearing. All of the parties to the incident were pre¬ 
sent, including the officer who detained me and his 
representative. 

Confidentiality rules prevent me from disclosing 
any specific statements that were made during the 
OCC hearing. However, I can now say that the issues 
raised in my complaint were thoroughly ad¬ 
dressed in our meeting, and that all of the 
| parties involved came out of the hearing 
with a sense that the OCC process was fair 
and effective. I was able to communicate 
my concerns directly to the officer in¬ 
volved, who seemed genuinely interest¬ 
ed in better understanding my perspec¬ 
tive. Ms. Dyer and I were satisfied that 
our issues were given the proper weight 
and that the OCC did all it could to fur¬ 
ther the fact-finding process. 

Thanks again to the B.A.R. for covering this inci¬ 
dent, and to the people and community groups who 
expressed support and concern during the months 
following.

Levada’s agenda 

The photo of the Dignity demonstration in front 
of St. Cecilia’s Church as printed in the B.A.R. impels 
me to write this letter. 

As a practicing member of both the Roman 
Catholic and the gay communities, I urge those of my 
communion to be vigilant as regards this new bishop. 
When a program is instituted and supported by a 
parish in the diocese, it is approved by the bishop ipso 
facto. The program “Courage,” for example, is a 12- 
step plan that treats homosexuality in the same way 
AA treats alcoholism, i.e., as a disease. The program is 
approved by the Archdiocese and has a chapter in the 
Jesuit-run parish of St. Ignatius. One would think the 
Jesuits more enlightened.

The area was full of people and we were not 
treated as paying passengers, but as potential trouble. 

By this time we were furious! When our travel 
agent, who was also on the flight with us, was con¬ 
fronted about this, he said that he knew about this 
and didn’t see what the problem was.

Even though he made sure we sat 
together on the plane after the ticket agent refused to 
put us together, this is the kind of attitude the gay 
community does not need. Not only is Alaska Airlines 
a “Christian airline,” but the agent who is gay is 
putting our gay dollars into the hands of the Christ¬ 
ian Fundamentalists. After this I will tell everybody 
who will listen not to fly Alaska Airlines or do any 
business with Rainbow Travel because of this attitude. 

If Rainbow Travel wants to continue to do busi¬ 
ness with the community, they should change their 
policy about using businesses that are not gay friend¬ 
ly or connected in any way with the religious right. I 
am not anti-religion, but I also don’t want it shoved 
down my throat, and I will not put my money into 
the hands of the very people that are trying to take 
away our civil rights.

Since the discrimination incidents described in the 
HRC’s findings stemmed from the Gays in the Mili¬ 
tary issue, I ask that you test the sincerity of the State 
Office of the American Legion, by asking them to pro¬ 
vide yourselves, Post #448, and the Citizens of San 
Francisco with a duly passed Resolution endorsing 
the rights of gays and lesbians to serve in our nation’s 
armed forces. 

I feel that this is not only equitable, but can be eas¬ 
ily accomplished by the State Office in a manner that 
allows them to save face, provides public confidence 
in their abilities to be non-discriminatory, and allows 
both sides to move forward together in harmony and 
goodwill. 

I request the Resolution be the cornerstone of any 
reparations. If the State Office refuses to provide such 
a document, then it is obvious that they ... continue 
to view San Francisco gays and lesbians as less than 
worthy of public trust and as second-class citizens. 

I regret that I am unable to be at your meeting to 
make the presentation personally, but hope you will 
read my letter into the record as Commander of Post 
#448, The Alexander Hamilton Post, and act upon it.

Notes from the inside 

I’m writing to update you on the “gay tank” or “gay 
tier” status in the SF County Jail system. Presently, the 
political system, in its infinite institutional wisdom, 
deemed that the traditional SF segregation of admit¬ 
ted members of the gay, lesbian, bi, trans, etc. com¬ 
munity no longer warranted automatic separate 
housing. Such automatic housing was in effect last 
September when I originally began paying my soci¬ 
etal debt. I was surprised when I re-entered county 
jail three weeks ago (to complete my tour!) to find 
there is no longer any “official” gay housing area. Now 
segregation is ordered only after threats or actual vi¬ 
olence are observed or reported. 

Trust me when I say that the “mean streets” carry 
into the jail system. In our city, increased gay presence 
translates into increased awareness and greatly in¬ 
creased homophobic attitudes. L was concerned and 
most quiet, until I got the new “lay of the land.” 

After being transferred from 850 Bryant to San 
Bruno, I spent one night in the 60-plus-year-old fa¬ 
cility in a “mixed” (and frightening!) crowd before 
being transferred to the Annex next door. This build¬ 
ing was dedicated in 1989 and is considered a “new 
generation program facility” - there are no bars, ac¬ 
tually no cells. There are six dorms, A through F, 
which have structured educational programs Mon¬ 
day through Friday. Each dorm is a little different (i.e., 
Dorm F is the “road to recovery program” for drugs 
and alcohol, Dorm A is an outdoor work dorm, etc.) 

When the older building was designated a single 
cell facility instead of two persons per cell (to reduce 
the mounting violence) two months ago, the women 
were removed from the dorms, and ‘excess’ popula¬ 
tion then moved to the modern facility. 

Now, although the county Sheriff’s people say oth¬ 
erwise, Dorm C is the gay dorm.

We get no periodicals or papers, but most impor¬ 
tant to the 60+ men in this dorm is the news from our 
specialized community. Communication is difficult 
to say the least, but this is driving us crazy. 

The point is, we are members of the community. 
This “program facilities” mission statement professes 
to teach, by example, those values needed to return 
to the outside society as positive and contributing 
members. A simple dignity, like getting the B.A.R. 
without a CIA-like “mission,” would be a major step 
in that direction. 

I find it hard to believe we can successfully re-in¬ 
tegrate into a society we’ve been isolated from! Help!

hen Bob Dole, the nom- 
wSW inee-in-waiting of the 

m W Republican party, decid¬ 
ed last week to go for broke by re¬ 
signing his powerful Senate seat to 
“concentrate on taking my mes¬ 
sage to the American people” on a 
full-time basis, he clearly sur¬ 
prised a lot of people, but should 
his action have come as a real sur¬ 
prise? 

I mean, here’s Beltway Bob, a 
man who has spent the last 35 
years in Congress living off the 
public dollar, suddenly hoping to 
cast himself in a new mode - that 
of “Citizen Bob,” the champion of 
the common folk. Dole, the ulti¬ 
mate Washington insider, at¬ 
tempting now to make himself a 
“candidate of the people,” while 
having called the inside shots for 
the Republican Party for decades, 
is a little bit for even the most po¬ 
litically naive to take. 

Does Dole, who has spent the 
past year and half as Newt Gin¬ 
grich’s Siamese twin in the GOP- 
controlled Congress, really 
think he can divorce 
himself from his record 
of nearly four decades in 
Washington? “Going for 
broke,” as Beltway Bob 
puts it, is one thing, 
but resigning his Sen¬ 
ate seat doesn’t for 
one minute 
change what 
Dole stands 
for or what he 
has to offer the American people. 
Clearly, Dole hopes to use his 
highly-touted resignation as a 
means to distance himself from 
the Senate or from Washington it¬ 
self, but Bob Dole running for 
president as “Mr. Outside Citizen” 
- it’s a joke. 

If Majority Leader Dole had 
really thought that his staying in 
the Senate could have helped him, 
if he had really felt that he could 
have used his office to shepherd 
the passage of some significant 
legislation that would have 
worked to his electoral advantage, 
he would never in a million years 
have hung it up. Even Dole must 
know that the Dole-Gingrich 
Congress has become very un¬ 
popular with the American voters, 
and running away from his record 
in Washington seemed to be his 
only chance of gaining enough 
public trust to ever overtake Pres¬ 
ident Bill Clinton. It’s “go for 
broke” for Dole, and, at age 72, he 
knows better than anyone that it 
is now or never. 

Ironically, Dole’s self-removal 
from the Senate might actually 
improve the chances for some 
meaningful implementation of 
significant legislation between 
now and Election Day. The Dole- 
Gingrich team has stood in the 
way of most of the badly needed 
Congressional work that Bill Clin¬ 
ton and the Democrats had pro¬ 
posed. 

Yes, Bob Dole, a dedicated ca¬ 
reer politico who once admitted 
that he loved the Senate and the 
power it brought him, can 
abruptly move out of his plush 
Washington offices for a few 
months, can take off his necktie 
long enough for the precious 
photo op, can even start talking 
like the common American, but 
resigning his Senate seat, eating 
hamburgers in a middle-class 
Chicago restaurant, and revving 
up his Kansas twang will do little 
for his November election 
chances, and does even less to

Dole, you and 
your party of 
Gingrich, 

Jesse Helms, Bob Dornan, and 
Pat Buchanan have a lot of road 
to cover, and I doubt that six 
months gives you enough time.

ow, yet another lesbian 
publication article at- 
W if tempting to make sense 
of the fact that some women are 
happily-lesbian while blithely ig¬ 
noring (or happily ignoring, or 
flat out thumbing their noses at) 
our community’s unofficial 
andro/butch dress code. Yes, 
sports fans, time once again for 
one of those “what’s with these 
dykes who want to be femme?” 
features - this time in Dyke- 
speak/icon, whose May cover says, 
“Girlie-Girls [sic] Speak Out!” 
This go-round is titled “Mystique- 
an Identity” - kind of cute, except 
on the cover they omit the hyphen 
and you wonder if they’re talking 
about “Misty Queen” identity. It 
sounds like some dragster chan¬ 
neling ancient wise women who 
ran with the wolves or something. 
And for balance, of course, the 
cover also asks, “Are They Power- 
Femmes or Lesbian-Lite?” 

Yes, that last bit is your basic 
“Can you be femme and still be a 
real lesbian?” question. It’s not as 
bad as the old “threat or menace?” 
headline, which I half-expect to 
see used on me some time. Call it 
the musings of a sick mind if 
you please, but with my snick¬ 
ering contempt for party 
lines, I wouldn’t be terribly 
surprised to pick up some 
publication some time and 
see emblazoned on 
the cover: “Beth El¬ 
liott: Threat or Men¬ 
ace?” [Editor’s note: 

Glad to oblige.] 

You know, 
we complain 
when talk 
shows or journalists feel com¬ 
pelled to let homophobes of the 
religious variety rant and rave 
against us, out of a sense of “bal¬ 
ance.” But when it comes to eating 
our own, we do the same damned 
thing when we insult women’s les¬ 
bianism and loyalties just because 
loving women hasn’t enamored 
them of the dyke look. Hey, the 
hottest sex I’ve had in my life has 
consistently been with other 
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femmes - that should count for 
something in the real lesbian 
sweepstakes, right? (And with my 
most recent involvement having 
come to an end, I’m available to 
add to the database supporting 
that conclusion, eh?) 

My old L.A. cohort Jeanne 
Cordova, writing in that 
same issue of icon, did an 
excellent job of deflat¬ 
ing the notion that 
femme lesbians are some¬ 
how less than lesbian. She 
said that while young 
butches-to-be identify 
with dad and stay in 
love with mom, never 
making the 
old Oedipal 
switcheroo, 
femmes-to-be 
both identify and stay in love with 
mom. Makes sense to me. Jeanne 
went on to say that, this being the 
case, femme lesbians could be the 
most lesbian of all. 

While I really don’t care 
whether this latter proposition is 
graven in stone or just anecdotal 
observation, I agree that “the extra 
ounce of determination in her 
walk,” the “valuing her mind as 
much or the same as her sexual at¬ 
tractiveness,” and the willingness to 
“contradict male strangers in pub¬ 
lic” and “apply that extra grit on the 
job” testify eloquently to the fact 
that lesbian femmes aren’t any- 
thing-lite. I’ll even agree that 
femmes may be “more secure in 
[our] womanhood than a hetero¬ 
sexual woman.” Whatever makes 
otherwise savvy women think fem¬ 
ininity equals weakness? That a les¬ 
bian who doesn’t butch up is a 
creampuff? 

I don’t agree that a femme is “a 
woman who sexually prefers a 
masculine woman.” I know many 
who do - they appreciate that 
dual effect of boy energy/mascu¬ 
line style and demonstrativeness 
coming through a woman’s emo¬ 
tionality and physicality. (That’s 
another old L.A. cohort, Yolanda 
Retter, adding her two cents). 
Still, many femmes (myself in¬ 
cluded) prefer other femmes. I 
don’t think I have to belabor the 
point here that what really threat¬ 
ens your basic androdyke, or any 
generic somewhere-in-the-center 
lesbian (and even a fair number 
of hutches), is the thought of 
femmes getting together with 
each other and ignoring lesbians 
who think they’re far too hip, lib¬ 
erated, and clever to be anything 


close to a mainstream adult 
American female. That fear, I be¬ 
lieve, is a key element in the com¬ 
pulsion to question femmes’ les¬ 
bianism. 

Part and parcel of this myth of 
femmes as “lesbian lite” is the no¬ 
tion that femmes never really 
came out until the lesbian move¬ 
ment made it safe for us to do so 
- that we’re riding on the coattails 
of butch activists. Indeed, one 
theme that was repeated by the 
four women whose conversation 
makes up the icon article is the 
misconception that “hutches 
started the movement.” Quelle 
merde! I sat reading that and 
thought, oh, Lordy, Lordy, who 
put that load of crap in those 
poor girls’ heads? 

If you’re talking lesbian move¬ 
ment from the very beginning, 
and think it was the product of 
hutches, I have two words to say 
to you: Phyllis Lyon. If you’re talk¬ 
ing post-Stonewall early ’70s - 
well, I was there, and I don’t recall 
the beginnings of lesbian libera¬ 
tion as being an all-butch enter¬ 
prise. Sure, there were a few seri¬ 
ous hutches around, as well as 
some women who could credibly 
claim a butch identity in retro¬ 
spect. There were also a few seri¬ 
ous femmes, and quite a number 
of hippie-chick types like myself. 
(Yeah, we had a serious lesbian 
hippie sub-sub-subculture going 
here, and it ruled!) 

Mostly, though, the women I 
remember being in the local orga¬ 
nized community were reason¬ 
ably mainstream in appearance, 
or tending toward the generic 
warm fuzzy “womyn-loving” 
type. Yes, many of us did get 
pushed out by the aggressively 
anti-feminine politicos, who 
would blanch if you called them 
butch but pretty much wanted to 
create a unisex “guy” type of iden¬ 
tity and style. 

Basically, the women who 
question whether femmes are real 
lesbians are reviving a major com¬ 
munity question of the ’70s: is les¬ 
bianism at its core about loving 
women, or rejecting mainstream 
notions of what’s appropriate for 
women? If you doubt femmes’ 
lesbianism, or think of us as “les¬ 
bian lite,” you’re coming down on 
the side of the politically correct 
dyke separatists of that decade, 
pure and simple. Or would you 
rather think of us as “strong 
enough for a man, but made for a 
woman?” T 
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Gay tennis tourney this weekend in SF

he Gay and Lesbian Ten¬ 
nis Federation of San 
Francisco will be hosting 
the 16th annual U.S. Gay Open 
Tennis Championships this 
weekend. 

Dennis Fitzgerald, USGO 
tournament director, said the 
event is the largest annual tennis 
tournament for gay and lesbian 
players, with an estimated 400 
players from across the U.S., 


Canada, and Australia expected to 
compete in the event. 

Fitzgerald said the tournament 
is open to men and women of all 
playing levels, from novice to 
open. Competition will be in 27 
events in singles, doubles, and 
mixed doubles. 

The USGO is held at several 
sites throughout the Bay Area, in¬ 
cluding UC Berkeley, San Fran¬ 
cisco Tennis Club, and Golden 
Gate Park, where all champi¬ 
onship matches will be held on 
Monday, May 27. Fitzgerald said 


that admission to the tournament 
is free. 

Matches start on Friday, May 
24 and continue through 
Memorial Day weekend. The 
USGO is the longest-running 
national tennis event on the Gay 
and Lesbian Alliance tennis cir¬ 
cuit, according to Fitzgerald. 
Last year’s tournament attracted 
a record 425 entries, he pointed 
out. 

Statistics have indicated that 
67 percent of the USGO partici¬ 
pants are male, while 33 percent 


are female. Half are between the 
ages of 30-40 and 90 percent are 
college graduates. The yearly 
household income for 52 percent 
of the players exceeds $40,000, 
Fitzgerald stated. 

Nearly half of the participants 
travel to play in more than one 
tournament a year, and 70 percent 
are California residents. 

Proceeds from this year’s 
USGO event will benefit the 
Lyon-Martin Women’s Health 
Services, said Fitzgerald. 

An auction to raise money for 


the tennis tournament will be 
held tomorrow. 

Another event slated for this 
weekend will be a Sunday evening 
banquet, where this year’s in¬ 
ductee in the Gay Tennis Hall of 
Fame will be announced, Fitzger¬ 
ald added. T

FDA clears new breast cancer drug

omen whose advanced 
breast cancer no longer 
* responds to the standard 
anthracycline drugs now have a 
new option: the drug Taxotere, 
which received accelerated ap¬ 
proval Wednesday, May 15 from 
the U.S. Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration. 

At the highest dosage tested, 
Taxotere shrank tumors for an av¬ 
erage of six months in 42 percent 
of the women with advanced 
breast cancer in clinical trials. At a 
lower dosage (with fewer side ef¬ 
fects), Taxotere reduced tumor 
size in 35 percent of the patients. 

Based on results of tumor 
shrinkage, the FDA gave Taxotere 
what it calls accelerated approval. 
The arrangement allows women 


to start using Taxotere while the 
drug’s maker - Rhone-Poulenc 
Rorer - does large, long-term 
studies measuring the drug’s ef¬ 
fect on survival and quality of life. 
If these studies also produce great 
results, the FDA will grant full ap¬ 
proval. 

The FDA announcement 
noted that “Taxotere, like many 
cancer drugs, is associated with 
serious side effects including a de¬ 
crease in white blood cell counts, 
fluid retention, allergic reactions, 
and hair loss.” 

Taxotere is a chemical cousin 
of the drug Taxol, distributed by a 
different company, Bristol-Myers 
Squibb. The two drugs represent a 
novel group of substances discov¬ 
ered by studying extracts of the 
yew shrub. 

“They are different drugs that 
have different safety and efficacy 
profiles,” emphasized a statement 
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that Bristol-Myers Squibb issued 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Howard Burris, from the 
Cancer Therapy and Research 
Center in San Antonio, Texas, wel¬ 
comed the new drug because 
women with advanced disease de¬ 
velop resistance to treatments and 
need new drugs with different 
modes of action. 

“We’re not curing those 
women,” he said, “we hope we’re 
setting back the clock.” 

Burris has worked with Tax¬ 
otere in clinical trials and said he 
thought it also held promise for 
women with earlier stages of 
breast cancer. Clinical trials of 
these earlier uses are already un¬ 
derway, he said. 

Amy Langer, executive director 


of the National Alliance of Breast 
Cancer Organizations in New 
York, called Taxotere “an impor¬ 
tant treatment advance.” She said 
breast cancer drugs fall into only 
four or five classes of action, so 


expanding any group of options 
would be welcome for women 
who want to treat their cancer ag¬ 
gressively. “It’s very important 
that this group of patients not be 
ignored,” she said. ▼

“In choosing our honorees, we 
felt compelled to recognize the 
challenges faced by queer youth; 
the need for education, remem¬ 
brance and hope in the face of 
AIDS/HIV; the imperative of 
transgender inclusion; and the 
struggle to organize in small 
communities,” said Reverend 
Leslie K. Addison, conference co¬ 
ordinator. 

‘Psychiatric abuse 
survivor’ 

Honoree Lyn Duff, 19, is a 
journalist, youth activist, and psy¬ 
chiatric abuse survivor. She serves 
on the board of directors of the 
National Center for Youth Law 
and is a college student. 

Duff’s mother read her diary 
when she was 15, and discerned 
that Duff is a lesbian. Her mother 
then found a way through the 
California educational system and 
had Duff declared “seriously emo¬ 
tionally disturbed.” She was kid¬ 
napped and taken to a locked res¬ 
idential psychiatric treatment fa¬

cility in Utah, where she spent 178 
days. 

While at the treatment facility, 
Duff was given heavy doses of 
psychiatric drugs, repeatedly 
strip-searched, and locked in 
seclusion rooms. She was one of 
about 40 youth who were locked 
up just because they are gay, les¬ 
bian, or bisexual. 

Duff had contacted an attor¬ 
ney prior to her kidnapping and 
was able to get letters sent to the 
lawyer. 

In June 1992, Duff escaped 
while on a leave of absence. She 
hired more attorneys and filed a 
lawsuit to “divorce” her mother. 

Duff was the first lesbian to 
“divorce” her parents and have a 
lesbian couple declared her legal 
guardians. She was also “unde¬ 
clared” as a severely emotionally 
disturbed person. 

Duff recently wrote about her 
experience in the May issue of 
California Lawyer magazine. 

Executive director 
of Names 

Anthony Turney, 58, was ap¬ 
pointed executive director of the 
Names Project in January 1993 
after a varied career in arts orga¬ 
nization management and ad¬ 
ministration. 

After graduating from Ayles¬ 
bury College in Buckinghamshire, 
England, Turney received a Royal 
Society of Arts diploma in English 
Language. He emigrated to the 
U.S. in 1968. 

Turney has held a variety of 
positions in the arts, including an 
eight-year stint with the National 
Endowment for the Arts, director 
of administration for the San 
Francisco Opera Association, and 
executive director of the Dance 
Theatre of Harlem. 

He has received several profes¬ 
sional honors and awards, includ¬ 
ing an NEA Special Achievement 
and Distinguished Service Award. 

Last month Turney was ap¬ 
pointed to the San Francisco 
Commission of the Arts by Mayor 
Willie Brown. 

As executive director of the 
Names Project, Turney believes 
that the organization’s challenge is 
to expand opportunities for all 
people to make memorial quilt 
panels for their loved ones, and to 
find new ways to use the quilt to 


increase AIDS education and 
awareness throughout the coun¬ 
try and around the world. 

Transgender rights 
activist 

Kiki Whitlock is an AIDS edu¬ 
cator and transgender rights ac¬ 
tivist. She currently works at the 
Asian AIDS Project, where she 
provides services to the transgen¬ 
der community. 

She chaired the Lesbian/Gay/ 
Bisexual/Transgender Advisory 
Panel to the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission. 
Under her leadership, the com¬ 
mission held hearings on discrim¬ 
ination and violence against 
members of the transgender com¬ 
munity. 

The City of San Francisco has 
since passed a landmark ordi¬ 
nance banning discrimination 
based on gender identity. 

East Bay gay group 

Out on the Island (OOTI) was 
formed last summer as a response 
to the City of Alameda’s refusal to 
issue a proclamation in honor of 
gay and lesbian pride month in 
June 1995. 

Since its formation, OOTI has 
sponsored several community 
events, including an interfaith 
breakfast. Last October, the orga¬ 
nization received a proclamation 
from the city’s Social Service 
Human Relations Board 
(SSHRB). 

As a result of OOTI’s efforts, 
the SSHRB held an educational 
forum last year entitled Gay/Les¬ 
bian: Fact Not Fantasy , with a 
panel of academics, medical doc¬ 
tors, attorneys, and social work¬ 
ers. The group has helped with 
other civic efforts as well, such as 
supporting the local library and 
having a holiday food drive. 

Alameda Mayor Ralph Appez- 
zato says that he now supports the 
issuance of a proclamation for 
OOTI this year, as the gay and les¬ 
bian community has demonstrat¬ 
ed its contributions to the com¬ 
munity. ▼

■P he decorations are being 
H purchased and the enter- 
tv tainment is being decided 
on for Lambda Youth Group’s sec¬ 
ond annual gay prom. 

This year’s event will be held 
Friday, June 14 at Centennial Hall 
in Hayward. The prom is for 
young people under the age of 25. 

Ken Athey, program coordina¬ 
tor for the prom, told the B.A.R. 
that planning is nearing comple¬ 
tion and tickets are available at 
locations throughout the Bay 
Area and even in central Califor¬ 
nia. 

“Things are going great,” Athey 
said in an interview last week. 

Tickets for Gay Prom ’96 are 
now available at several places, in¬ 
cluding the LYRIC office in San 
Francisco, the Pacific Center in 
Berkeley, the Billy DeFrank Les¬ 
bian and Gay Community Center 
in San Jose, and through P-FLAG 


in Stockton, Athey said. 

He added that Lambda is now 
concentrating on outreach to get 
the word out to young people 
about the prom. The event is the 
only one of its kind in the Bay 
Area where gay youth can enjoy 
an evening of dancing and party¬ 
ing with their dates in a relaxed 
atmosphere. 

This year’s theme is “In the 
Spirit of Freedom.” 

Last year the prom, sponsored 
by Horizon Services, Inc., was 
held in a portion of Centennial 
Hall. Athey said this year, the 
group has rented the entire hall. 

“We’re looking to fill it!” Athey 
said, adding organizers hope 500 
youth attend the event. 

Last year’s first Bay Area gay 
prom was a huge success, Athey 
noted, and provided a fun and 
memorable evening for the esti¬ 
mated 200 gay youth who attend¬ 
ed. Young gays and lesbians came 
from all over the Bay Area, as well 
as from Stockton and Sacramento.

No problems 
were reported by authorities or 
those who attended the event. 

Athey said there will also be 
chaperones at this year’s prom and 
that the event is alcohol-free. ▼

Katz, who was elected to the 
community college board in 1994, 
also serves on the board of the 
Community Center Project and is 
on the Democratic Central Com¬ 
mittee here. She is also on the Jew¬ 
ish Community Relations Council 
and was a founding board mem¬ 
ber of the Harvey Milk Institute. 

“I’m very excited and think it was 
important the mayor appoint a les¬ 
bian,” Katz told the B.A.R. “It shows 
he takes our concerns seriously.” 

Regarding the appointment of 
Amos Brown, Katz said she thinks 
there is a lot of education to be 
done but that she sees him as 
being an effective representative 
for the African-American com¬ 
munity. 

Brown: ‘I don’t judge’ 

Amos Brown is pastor at the 
3,000-member Third Baptist 
Church in the Western Addition. He 
is a former community college 
board member and former member 
of the Intergroup Clearinghouse. 

“I’m accepting this appoint¬ 
ment because of the respect I have 
for Mayor Brown. I like his phi¬ 
losophy of inclusivity and to cre¬ 
ate equality in this city for all,” 
Amos Brown said. 

He told the B.A.R. that he has 
supported the gay community in 
the past, and that his previous con¬ 
troversial remarks when anti-gay 
Reverend Eugene Lumpkin served 
on the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion were “misunderstood.” 

Amos Brown said at no time 
did he support Lumpkin. He also 
said he has always supported the 
domestic partners issue. Regard¬ 
ing same-sex marriage, Amos 


Brown declined to make a state¬ 
ment on the issue. 

“I do not go around judging 
people,” Amos Brown said. 

Concerning needle exchange, 
Amos Brown said, “It is a means 
of saving lives.” 

Shorter said she is excited 
about being named to Katz’s seat 
on the college board. That term 
expires in two years. 

“I look forward to serving the 
city. The college board is doing 
some very good work,” Shorter said.

Shorter added that she’s happy 
for Katz, and thinks Amos Brown 
is respected in the African-Amer¬ 
ican community. 

“Certainly he needs to be able 
to meet the challenge of further 
bridging the gap between the 
African-American community 
and the lesbian/gay community,” 
Shorter said. 

Shorter is currently director of 
juvenile policy and programs for 
the Center on Juvenile and Crim¬ 
inal Justice. She is also on the 
board of directors for the local 
chapter of the National Organiza¬ 
tion for Women. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
said Mayor Brown’s appointments 
will “make it an interesting 
board.” 

“Leslie has been a long-time 
friend and ally, as has Andrea 
Shorter,” Ammiano said. “Regard¬ 
ing Reverend Brown, I think it’s 
fair to say there has been some 
history of struggle. But my friends 
at LG ADDA [Lesbians and Gays 
of African Descent for Democra¬ 
tic Action] feel he has grown. I’m 
totally committed to working 
with him on issues.” 

Migden: he’s changed 

Migden, reached in Sacramen¬ 
to, said she supports all of the 
mayor’s appointments. Shorter 
was Migden’s alternate delegate 
on the county Democratic Cen¬ 
tral Committee. 

“I think they’re stellar,” 
Migden said of the appointments. 
“I’m proud and pleased with 
Leslie Katz and I’ve worked in the 
past with Reverend Brown. I’m 
also heartened to see Andrea 
Shorter appointed.” 

Migden also told the B.A.R. 
Reverend Brown has changed 
since he made his past statements. 

“I think we’ve been in struggle 
with many communities,” she 
said. “I’ve seen the Reverend 
evolve and grow over the years. 
Reverend Brown has come to me 
on issues.” 

Tim Wolfred, interim execu¬ 
tive director of the Asian AIDS 
Project, said he served with Amos 
Brown for six years when both 
were on the community college 
board, and that he expects him to 
be a leader on the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors. Wolfred served on the 
college board for 14 years. 

“He always supported gay and 
lesbian issues,” Wolfred said of 


their time together on the college 
board. 

He added that he also supports 
the appointment of Katz. 

Jill Tregor, with the Intergroup 
Clearinghouse, also said she sup¬ 
ports Amos Brown’s appoint¬ 
ment. She said that the clearing¬ 
house was set up to open a dia¬ 
logue between the African-Amer¬ 
ican and gay communities. The 
program also deals with other 
inter-community tensions. 

“Amos attended quite a num¬ 
ber of meetings, and I have a lot 
of respect for him for coming to 
the meetings,” Tregor said. 

McQuarters: It’s an insult 

However, not everyone reacted 
favorably to Amos Brown’s ap¬ 
pointment. 

Byron McQuarters, one of the 
co-founders of LGADDA, was 
upset at the news. 

“It’s an insult. It’s a slap in the 
face and it also raises serious 
questions about his [Mayor 
Brown’s] commitment to our 
community,” McQuarters told the 
B.A.R. “Where are all the black 
progressives, and when are we 
going to see them come to power 
in a visible way?” He added that 
LGADDA did not endorse Amos 
Brown when he ran for school 
board in 1992. 

Jeff Sheehy, president of the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay/Bisexu¬ 
al/Democratic Club, also criti¬ 
cized the mayor’s choice of Amos 
Brown, and praised the selection 
of Katz. 

“I think Leslie’s a great choice. 
As president of the college board 
she’s a leader in the community 
and earned her appointment,” 
Sheehy told the B.A.R. “I’m very 
troubled by Reverend Brown’s ap¬ 
pointment to Migden’s seat.” 

Continued Sheehy, “I have one 
question for Amos Brown. If he’s 
not a homophobe, will he marry 
same-sex couples in his church?” 

Sheehy also said Amos Brown 
opposed domestic partner legisla¬ 
tion and opposed needle ex¬ 
change programs. 

But Dean Goodwin, Mayor 
Brown’s gay/lesbian liaison, said it’s 
his understanding that the African- 
American community strongly 
supports Amos Brown, and that 
the pastor now supports domestic 
partner legislation and supports 
people who are HIV-infected. 

“I think he’s a man of great in¬ 
tegrity,” Goodwin said. 

Carol Stuart, an aide to state 
Senator Milton Marks and mem¬ 
ber of the Milk Club, expressed 
concerns with Amos Brown’s ap¬ 
pointment. 

“I’m absolutely thrilled with 
the appointment of Leslie Katz, 
and Andrea Shorter will make an 
extraordinary addition to the com¬ 
munity college board,” Stuart said. 

“Amos Brown certainly made 
some pretty homophobic remarks 
in the past and I think that’s of 
concern to our community,” Stu¬ 
art added. 

Former San Francisco Super¬ 
visor Harry Britt said that he was 
concerned about Amos Brown’s 
lack of leadership. 

“I’m disappointed. I think that 
other people in black leadership 
are more forward-looking than 
Mr. Brown has shown himself to 
be in the past,” Britt told the B.A.R. 

“You’ve got to give him a 
chance, but he’s been a leader for 
a long time in this city and his 
track record is not good.” 

Britt said that sometimes ele¬ 
vating people to such posts brings 
out leadership qualities, but he 
also said he was worried about 
Amos Brown’s lack of leadership 
- not only on AIDS and gay rights 
issues, but also on improving re¬ 
lations between the African- 
American religious community 
and the queer community. ▼

T he San Francisco Unified 
School District Board of 
Education unanimously 
adopted a resolution last week op 
posing a proposed state law that 
would require public school stu 
dents to get parental permission 
before they could learn how to 
protect themselves from HIV. 

A large crowd had assembled 
at Everett Middle School Tuesday, 
May 14 as board members heard 
from several members of ACT 
UP/San Francisco and other op¬ 
ponents of AB 2248. Only two 
people spoke in favor of the bill. 

AB 2248, authored by Assem¬ 
blyman Steven Baldwin and co¬ 
authored by state Senator 
Quentin Kopp, would require 
parents to provide written per¬ 
mission for their child before the 
student receives any life-saving 
HIV prevention information. 

AB 2248 is awaiting review by 
the appropriations committee, 
which could take place this week, 
according to Laura Thomas, pub¬ 
lic policy associate with the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation. 

Currently, parents whose chil¬ 
dren are enrolled in California 
public schools must provide 
school districts with a written 
note to exempt pupils from re¬ 
ceiving HIV/AIDS prevention in¬ 
struction. 

‘Disaster’ 

Commissioner Angie Fa intro¬ 
duced the emergency resolution 
at last week’s meeting, saying it 
was in support of AIDS educa¬ 
tion. Fa added that a similar reso¬ 
lution was passed by the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors. 

The school board voted 7-0 to 
adopt the resolution. 

In part, the resolution states 
that “...teenagers are the segment 
of the population now most like¬ 
ly to become infected with HIV; 
and any new limits to AIDS edu¬ 
cation in the California public 
schools would result in a public 
health disaster, with even larger 
numbers of teenagers exposed to 
HIV, and becoming HIV-positive 
in their teens and twenties.” 

One aspect of AB 2248 that 
was particularly upsetting to 
AIDS activists and others was that 
the original version of the bill 
would have deleted a requirement 
that AIDS prevention instruction 
emphasize compassion for per¬ 
sons who have AIDS. 

However, Commissioner Jill 
Wynns told the audience that she 
had spoken with Kopp regarding 
the issue. 

“He has informed me the issue 
of compassion will not be 
changed,” Wynns said. 

Thomas also told the B.A.R. 
that the compassion language will 
remain in the bill. However, she 
said the bill’s authors have added 
language that states HIV educa¬ 
tion cannot promote drug use or 
any particular sexual practice or 
lifestyle. 

Nevertheless, Fa’s resolution 
called on the board to oppose any 
effort to remove compassion to¬ 
wards people with AIDS from 
AIDS education. 

“The Board of Education...op¬ 
poses efforts to change AIDS edu¬ 
cation, to remove compassion to¬ 
wards people with AIDS from AIDS 
education,” the resolution states. 
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Members of ACT UP/San Francisco assembled at Everett Middle School 
to show their support for the School District Board of Education's 
opposition to AB 2248, a proposed state law requiring students to get 
parental permission before learning how to protect themselves from HIV. 



Health, not sex 

During public comments, 
members of ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco stood in the aisles and one, 
Dave Pasquarelli, stood right in 
front of the two people who spoke 
in favor of AB 2248. 

Despite requests from Board 
President Steve Phillips for them 
to remain orderly, ACT UP/San 
Francisco members caused some 
commotion during the meeting. 
Several police officers were also 
on hand; however, no one was re¬ 
moved from the meeting. 

“Now is not the time to be re¬ 
treating from AIDS education,” 
stated Pasquarelli, 28, who added 
he is HIV-positive. 

Michael Bellefountaine of 
ACT UP/San Francisco also ad¬ 
dressed the board. “This is not a 
sex issue,” he said. “It is a health 
issue.” 

Bellefountaine also said he has 
AIDS. He pointed out that par¬ 
ents will not lose their power to 
remove children from the HIV 
prevention instruction courses. 

Bruce Budnick, one of the sup¬ 
porters of AB 2248, asked the 
school board to support the bill. 

“The bill will enhance AIDS 
education, unlike the course my 
daughter was involved in,” Bud- 
nick said, as ACT UP members 
hissed. 

Budnick was referring to an 
incident four years ago when 
guest lecturers from Community 
United Against Violence (CUAV) 
allegedly discussed dildos and sex 
practices in a classroom at a San 
Francisco middle school. The 
subject was brought up in re¬ 
sponse to a question from one of 
the students. 

CUAV has since changed its 
policies regarding student ques¬ 
tions when speakers visit class¬ 
rooms. 

Carol Badran, program man¬ 
ager for the Wedge Adolescent 
AIDS Education Program for the 
Department of Public Health, 
stressed the Wedge program does 
include parents in reviewing 
HIV/AIDS curriculum. 

“We do provide parent educa¬ 
tion,” Badran said. 

Badran also stated that con¬ 
trary to what Budnick said, the in¬ 
cident involving his daughter did 
not involve HIV education. 

‘The kids who need this 
most’ 

Board members supported Fa’s 
resolution. They echoed the 
thoughts expressed by speakers 
that if AB 2248 passed, students 
who need HIV prevention in¬ 
struction the most would proba¬ 
bly not get it because their parents 


might not return the signed au¬ 
thorization forms. 

“Positive parental notification 
would leave out kids who need 
this the most,” said board member 
Carlota del Portillo. 

“I am absolutely opposed to 
positive parental notification in 
this case,” Wynns added. 

Commissioner Dr. Dan Kelly 
said, “This is not a controversial 
issue. It’s clear AIDS education is 
important and parents in San 
Francisco support it. This is no 
time for the Board of Education 
to shrink from AIDS education.” 

Phillips said he believes AB 
2248 was influenced by homo¬ 
phobia, and stated he enthusiasti¬ 
cally supported the resolution op¬ 
posing it. ▼

Barney comes to help 
mark Harvey’s birthday

| assachusetts Congress- 
j man and gay Democratic 
i leader Barney Frank was 
the keynote speaker at the Harvey 
Milk Lesbian and Gay Democra¬ 
tic Club’s annual awards dinner 
Sunday, May 19. 

Lesbian leader Roberta Acht- 
enberg received the Harry Britt 
Lifetime Achievement Award at 
the annual celebration of Harvey 
Milk’s birthday, which concluded 
with a champagne toast to the 
slain leader’s memory. 

Milk would have been 66 years 
old on Wednesday, May 22. 

In her remarks accepting the 
Britt Award, Achtenberg remind¬ 
ed activists to stay focused on 
who the enemies of lesbian and 
gay communities really are. 

“I want to remind you the 
enemy is without and not with¬ 
in,” Achtenberg said. 

The former San Francisco Su¬ 
pervisor and mayoral candidate 
spoke eloquently of the ongoing 
commitment for social justice - 
for all communities, including 
woman, communities of color, 
and other marginalized groups. 

“We’re going to stand with 
one another until the job gets 
done,” she said, “until the values 
of social justice that Harvey Milk

gave his life to achieve, until that 
day we will be together in the 
struggle. 

Women Organized to Re¬ 
spond to Life-Threatening Dis¬ 
eases, the Woman AIDS Network, 
and Mission District community 
leader Margaret Cruz, the first 


woman chair of the Mexican 
American Political Association, 
were also honored at the awards 
banquet. 

Supervisors Susan Leal and 
Tom Ammiano were among the 
presenters at the event. 

‘Not therapy’ 

In his remarks to the packed 
Cliff House banquet room crowd, 
Frank urged activists to continue 
pressing forward with their agen¬ 
da, but reminded people to think 
critically - and not emotionally - 
about voting. 

“A vote is not a reward, it is a 
statement,” he said. “A vote for 
someone does not mean ‘this is a 
lovely person.’ It’s a statement 
that voting for X rather than Y 
will better advance our agenda. 

“Political activism is not ther¬ 
apy.” 

Frank reminded people con¬ 
sidering voting for Ralph Nader 
because of their opposition to 
Clinton to consider that the pop¬ 
ular third party candidate has re¬ 
mained silent on gay rights issues 
- except for a reference about ho¬ 
mosexuals’ “disgusting lifestyles.” 

He also shared his anger that 
former U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger last year gave a 
$1,000 political contribution to 
right-wing North Carolina Sena¬ 
tor Jesse Helms. T 


Q Action video, meeting 
set for Wednesday

he STOP Aids Project and 
Q Action will host a free 
FLIQ video screening on 
Wednesday, May 29 for young gay 
and bisexual men. 

Both the video and the facili¬ 
tated discussion that will follow 
address the connection between 
risk-taking and HIV transmission. 
The event is a chance for young 
men to discuss topics such as their 
attraction to speed and other 


drugs, and why they are some¬ 
times turned on by unsafe sex. 

According to David Boyer, Q 
Action media coordinator, recent 
studies have shown speed users 
are five times more likely to sero- 
convert than non-users. 

“FLIQ uses innovative and rel¬ 
evant media to start conversations 
that help young men stay safe,” 
Boyer told the B.A.R. “We believe 
if we talk about things that both 
scare and titillate us, we will be 
better prepared to make healthy 
and rational choices when ‘the 


moment’ arises.” 

The STOP AIDS Project is a 
community-based HIV preven¬ 
tion agency. Q Action is the young

GLMA puts ‘transgender’ 
back on letterhead 

Group reaffirms its support at meeting

Sip he Gay and Lesbian Med- 
J ical Association has rem¬ 
it stated the word “transgen- 
dered” in its literature and on its 
letterhead after the board voted 
to reaffirm its commitment to the 
transgender community at its 
May 10-11 meeting in Min¬ 
neapolis, MN. 

According to Ben Schatz, exec¬ 
utive director of the GLMA, the 
board unanimously reaffirmed 
the organization’s long-standing 
policy welcoming transgendered 
physicians and medical students 
in its membership. 

The vote to reinsert the word 
“transgendered” in GLMA litera¬ 
ture was not unanimous, Schatz 
told the Bay Area Reporter , but it 
was 15-4 in favor of the action. 

Last month about 25 trans¬ 
gender physicians and supporters 
protested the GLMA’s February 
decision to remove “transgen¬ 
dered” from its literature and let¬ 
terhead. The demonstration, out¬ 
side a medical group reception in 
San Francisco, was to bring atten¬ 
tion to what some called a blatant 
case of trans-exclusion by the 
group of 1,800 gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual and transgender medical pro¬ 
fessionals. 

Dr. Joy Shaffer, a transgender 
physician from San Jose, reacted 
to the latest development, saying 
the April 27 protest and a letter¬ 
writing campaign worked. 

“The entire process was a 
learning experience for all in¬ 
volved,” Shaffer told the B.A.R. 
“The protest was definitely effec¬ 
tive.” 

Shaffer, herself a GLMA mem¬ 
ber and one of its co-founders, 
was cautiously optimistic at the 


board’s turnaround. 

“It was a consciousness-rais¬ 
ing experience, and probably the 
consciousness of the board has 
been raised as a result of the in¬ 
ternal and external activity of the 
public,” Shaffer said. 

Shaffer added the issue will be 
one of ongoing concern, as the 
decision to reinsert “transgen¬ 
dered” was not unanimous. 

Schatz said the GLMA board 
had a “very soul-searching” meet¬ 
ing. 

“I think it was a really impor¬ 
tant decision and one I fully sup¬ 
port,” he said. 

Schatz was candid in an inter¬ 
view with the B.A.R. Monday, 
May 20, saying the GLMA board 
was naive in how its decision to 
remove “transgendered” from lit¬ 
erature would be perceived by 
other members and the transgen¬ 
der community. 

“Transgender members are an 
important part of the group, and 
the irony is that we’re trying so 
hard to define ourselves clearly,” 
Schatz said. 

Dr. Val Ulstad, GLMA presi¬ 
dent, also hopes the board’s re¬ 
cent decisions will assure mem¬ 
bers the group continues to ap¬ 
preciate its transgendered col¬ 
leagues. 

“Transgendered people are an 
important and valued part of our 
membership,” Ulstad said. “We 
truly regret that our previous ac¬ 
tion inadvertently sent the mes¬ 
sage that we don’t welcome trans¬ 
gendered people. 

“Nothing could be further 
from the truth.” 

Schatz pointed out the votes to 
reaffirm support of transgen¬ 
dered members and to return 


“transgendered” to letterhead and 
printed materials are only the 
most recent examples of GLMA’s 
ongoing inclusion of transgen¬ 
dered issues. He cited several ex¬ 
amples of other ways the GLMA 
has helped advance the needs of 
transgendered physicians and 
medical students including: 

• Presenting educational ses¬ 
sions on transgender healthcare 
at the past two GLMA confer¬ 
ences, a plenary session in 1994 in 
New York and a workshop in Los 
Angeles in 1995. 

• Adopting two strong policies 
in support of the transgendered 
movement in October 1995. One 
declares support for cross-gender 
medical treatment and the other 
affirms the right of all sexual mi¬ 
norities, especially the transgen¬ 
dered, to live free of employment 
discrimination. 

• Adding transgender concerns 
to GLMA’s continuing medical 
education mission statement that 
was approved by the board in Au¬ 
gust 1995. 

• Featuring the work of trans¬ 
gendered members regularly in 
the GLMA’s publication. Schatz 
said these have included articles 
about research by a transsexual 
member into transsexuals’ neu¬ 
roanatomy; promoting a trans¬ 
gendered member’s efforts to 
open a medical clinic dedicated to 
lesbians, gays, bisexuals, and 
transsexuals; congratulating an¬ 
other member for being the first 
openly transsexual physician ad¬ 
mitted to a residency program; 
and printing separate opinion 
pieces by two transsexual mem¬ 
bers during the association’s in¬ 
ternal debate about its 1994 name 
change. T

Docs seek info on 
homophobic therapies

wo doctors have undertak- 

I en a research project aimed 
at documenting damage in¬ 
flicted upon a gay client who gets 
psychological help from a homo- 
phobic treatment program or 
provider. 

Drs. Michael Schroeder and 
Ariel Shidlo, with the National 
Lesbian and Gay Health Associa¬ 
tion (NLGHA), are attempting to 
complete their research and are 
appealing to the gay community 
for assistance. 

According to Schroeder and 
Shidlo, there are counselors, psy¬ 
chologists, and psychiatrists who 
still attempt to treat homosexual¬ 
ity as a disorder. 

“We are currently attempting 
to research the outcomes of these 
so-called treatments of the so- 
called disorder of homosexuality,” 
Schroeder and Shidlo stated. “Our 
purpose is to document the dam¬ 
age which we believe occurs when 
a gay or lesbian client encounters 
psychological help from a homo- 
phobic treatment program or 
provider.” 

The doctors also said there is 
an organized association of psy¬ 
chologists and psychiatrists who 
meet annually in order to develop 


new “conversion treatments” for 
homosexuality. 

“Despite the American Psycho¬ 
logical Association and American 
Psychiatric Association’s stance that 
homosexuality is not a disorder, 
there continue to be organizations 
and professionals who foster the be¬ 
lief that homosexuality is a learned 
and reparable emotional illness,” 
Schroeder and Shidlo stated. 

The researchers also noted that 
numerous “gay recovery” pro¬ 
grams throughout the country 
refuse to publish their data or 
treatment outcomes. 

The doctors are looking for in¬ 
dividuals who have experienced 
such a program and who are will¬ 
ing to talk about it anonymously 
and confidentially. People can be 
interviewed either in person or 
over the phone. 

Schroeder and Shidlo hope 
that their project, once complet¬ 
ed, will show that “conversion” 
therapies don’t work and do the 
opposite of healing. ▼

lorida Governor Lawton 
Ip Chiles apologized for a state 
worker’s virulently anti-gay 
comments about a statewide AIDS 
fundraiser— and then attended 
the May 17-19 event to issue a 
proclamation supporting it. 

However, his apology came 
after the prestigious Internation¬ 
al Association of AIDS Care 
Physicians canceled its scheduled 
1997 Fort Lauderdale conference 
because of the flap, and too late 
for them to reschedule it. 

The controversy began last 
month when the Florida AIDS 
Ride asked Florida Department of 
Transportation employee Leanne 
O’Connell for her support. 

O’Connell declined, in an as¬ 
tounding letter that said gay peo¬ 
ple with AIDS deserved their suf¬ 
fering. 

“It is my personal belief that 
AIDS as a disease was created as a 
punishment to the lesbian and gay 
communities across the world. Un¬ 
fortunately due to their lifestyles, 
many innocent people have also 
had to suffer. For these people I am 
truly sorry and hope that one day, 
we can cure this disease. 

“As far as the gays and lesbians 
of this world, let them suffer their 
consequences,” O’Connell said. 

Gordon Nary, president of the 
Chicago-based IAACP, de¬ 
nounced O’Connell’s remarks in 
an April 24 letter to Chiles. 

“For Florida to have public offi¬ 
cials that engage in such hate-mon-

gering is unacceptable,” he said. 

Nary also told Chiles that the 
group had canceled its 1997 Fort 
Lauderdale conference over the 
flap, and was recommending that 
every medical association in the 
United States boycott Florida. 

It took Chiles just two days to 
reply, with an official apology 
from the State of Florida. 

“Leanne O’Connell’s personal 
views are diametrically opposed 
to those of my administration, 
and it is unfortunate that she 
chose to disclose her opinions in 
such an inappropriate manner. I 
assure you she has been repri¬ 
manded to the fullest extent pos¬ 
sible,” Chiles said. 

According to Bill Barker, the na¬ 
tional chairman of the Florida 
AIDS Ride, Chiles personally at¬ 
tended its opening, and delivered a 
proclamation supporting the event. 

More than 700 bike riders 
throughout the state helped raise 



an estimated $1.5 million for sev¬ 
eral Florida cash-strapped AIDS 
service groups. 

Leal, supes speak out 

O’Connell’s remarks were the 
subject of criticism from lesbian 
and gay activists and political 
leaders and AIDS experts from 
around the country. 

In a letter to Chiles from Su¬ 
pervisor Susan Leal, signed by the 
San Francisco Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, Leal denounced O’Connell’s 
remarks as “appalling,” and said 
that the FDOT’s initial apology 
was “a minimal gesture.” 

“It is essential that government 
agencies educate the public re¬ 
garding important civil rights is¬ 
sues,” Leal’s letter said, “such as 
gay and lesbian rights and public 
health issues such as HIV/AIDS.“ 

Leal urged Chiles to imple¬ 
ment sensitivity training for state 
employees around such issues. 

According to IAACP’s Nary, 
Chiles has agreed to institute such 
sensitivity training for Florida 
employees. 

O’Connell was not terminated 
from her position. ▼

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Congressmen dish dirt on the floor

W isconsin Representative 
Steve Gunderson defend¬ 
ed himself Tuesday, May 
14 against an article that linked 
his name to a Washington party 
where lewd sex acts and illicit 
drug use allegedly took place, after 
California GOP Representative 
Robert Dornan circulated the ar¬ 
ticle throughout the House. 

The article, penned by free¬ 
lance writer Marc Morano, al¬ 
leged the activity took place at a 
gala dubbed the “Cherry Jubilee 
Main Event,” which was held last 
April at Washington’s Andrew W. 
Mellon Federal Auditorium, a 
federal government building. The 
dance was set up as a benefit for 
Washington’s Whitman-Walker 
AIDS clinic and the Food & 
Friends program. 

Although never published in 
the mainstream media, the article 
claims Gunderson was a sponsor 
of the party, and of a brunch the 


following morning for dance at¬ 
tendees at the Rayburn House of¬ 
fice building. 

‘Not personal’ 

Dornan took to the House 
floor the previous Friday, saying 
he had evidence of a “near orgy,” 
and submitted the full text of the 
Morano article to the Congres¬ 
sional Record , which published it. 
His move was unusual in that it is 
extremely rare for a member to 
take the floor to make allegations 
of sexual impropriety. 

Dornan is leading the effort in 
Congress to ban gays in the mili¬ 
tary and has taken to the floor fre¬ 
quently to denounce homosexu¬ 
ality. Gunderson is openly gay. 

Gunderson then apologized in 
an open letter to his congression¬ 
al colleagues for bringing the issue 
to the floor, but said he felt he had 
no choice but to make his speech 
because “some individuals, in¬ 
cluding one of my Republican 
colleagues, refuse to let the issue 
die.”

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Dornan was unavailable for 
comment, but a member of his 
staff said, “Mr. Dornan stands by 
everything, but this is not a per¬ 
sonal issue between him and Mr. 
Gunderson.” 

Morano alleges that wide¬ 
spread drug use took place at the 
party, and suggestive dancing led 
to sex acts by party’s end; that gay 
partygoers battled with security 
guards when told to go elsewhere 
with their drugs, and wore social¬ 
ly unacceptable “sado-masochis¬ 
tic” clothing. 

Morano specifically said two 
men were engaged in a sex act in 
an open auditorium. 

“Absolutely no one but Mr. 
Morano claims to have seen this 
act. Why didn’t he film it?” Gun¬ 
derson said. “One must wonder 
why he did not report this in¬ 
stance, if it happened, to security.” 

Morano also claims the same 
federal building had been used for 
a similar event in 1993 that fea¬ 
tured the display and sale of gay 
pornography. 

Gunderson took the House 
floor Tuesday in response, and 
said Morano’s allegations were 
untrue, and that he did not even 
attend the event. 

“My sole role was to serve as a

congressional host to the Sunday 
brunch by requesting a space in 
my name,” Gunderson said. “On 
Friday and Saturday, I was actual¬ 
ly in Wisconsin. I returned to 
Washington that Saturday night, 
but did not attend the dance.” 

Gunderson said he attended 
church on Sunday and then went 
to the brunch. 

He said although he personal¬ 
ly did not attend the party in 


question, he knew Morano’s alle¬ 
gations were untrue, and called 
Morano’s article “the journalism 
of bigotry and prejudice ” 

Gunderson also said the AIDS 
benefit was meant to raise money 
for people who “suffer the worst 
possible pain and illness as their 
bodies wither away into nothing. 

“I invite Mr. Morano and Mr. 
Dornan to come visit the victims 
of this epidemic,” he said. Y

Anti-gays ready for 
Cinci park ‘gay day’

T he non-sanctioned Para¬ 
mount Kings Island amuse¬ 
ment park’s “Gay Day” is 
scheduled to take place June 2, 
and anti-gay organizations in 
Cincinnati are attempting to mo¬ 


bilize 4,000 church members to 
confront thousands of gays and 
lesbians expected to attend that 
traditional excursion. 

Eight Hamilton County and 
Cincinnati organizations, includ¬ 
ing the American Family Associa¬ 
tion and Citizens for Community 
Values, are soliciting support from 


church members throughout 
southwest Ohio, northern Ken¬ 
tucky, and southeast Indiana. The 
groups want the churches to send 
4,000 “missionaries” wearing 
white shirts to the park to counter 
gay people wearing red shirts. 

“We feel homosexuality really 
needs to be dealt with,” says Don 
Jackson, president of Christian 
Family Network in Dayton. “We 
want to reach out to homosexuals 
and help them. But, we absolutely 
do not want any violence. It’s not 
a hateful thing at all.” 

The executive director of the 
gay Stonewall Cincinnati group, 
Cindy Abel, told the Cincinnati 
Post she also hopes that trouble 
will not take place, but her feelings 
about confrontation are mixed. 

“Anytime there’s interaction 
between groups with differing 
opinions, there’s a great opportu¬ 
nity for something positive to take 
place,” Abel said. “Although 
they’re coming to express their 
views, it also gives gays a chance to 
express our views to them. 

“But, I really question why 
these groups feel it is so necessary 
to do this. They want to come in 
and cast a shadow on our celebra¬ 
tion. It is disruptive and inter¬ 
rupts our party.” 

CCV’s president, Phil Burress, 
said the confrontation will take 
place because, in past years, visi¬ 
tors to Kings Island complained 
because they were unaware of the 
annual, unofficial gathering. 

“Think about it,” Burress 
wrote the churches. “Sinners who 
are all gathering together in one 
place and who are willing to wear 
red shirts to identify the fact that 
they are lost.” 

The Reverend Don Cotrone of 
Delhi, who opposes the con¬ 
frontation, told the Post it “sounds 
like a rerun of the Crusades of the 
Middle Ages.” ▼

§| trial is over: the “heretics” 

I! won. 

The Episcopal Church Court 
for the trial of a Bishop dismissed 
the two charges against retired 
bishop Walter C. Righter for his 
support and ordination of openly 
gay priest Barry Stopfel. The 7-1 
decision was handed down 
Wednesday, May 15 in the Cathe¬ 
dral of St. John in Wilmington, 
Delaware. 

A group of ten traditionalist 
bishops had brought a “present¬ 
ment” against Righter in early 
1995 for ordaining a “non-celi- 
bate homosexual.” They agreed 
that doctrine allowed for the or¬ 
dination of homosexuals so long 
as they were celibate. But Stopfel’s 
ten-year monogamous relation¬ 
ship with Will Leckie, who is also 
an ordained minister, precluded 
ordination. Church doctrine con¬ 
demns sex outside of marriage 
and it does not allow for same-sex 
marriage. 

In announcing its decision the 
court took pains to clarify what it 
was and was not saying. It was 
“not giving an opinion on the 
morality of same-gender relation¬ 
ships,” gay marriage, or role mod¬ 
els. “Rather, we are deciding the 
narrow issue of whether or not 
under Title IV a bishop is re¬ 
strained from ordaining persons 
living in committed same-gender 
sexual relationships.” 

The decision supported a 
broad view of what may be called 
doctrine, but reaffirmed that only 
“Core Doctrine” was subject to 
discipline under canon law. This 
was a rhetorical splitting the dif¬ 
ference between the conservatives 
and Righter’s defenders. But the 
practical effect was all in Righter’s 
favor. 

The court found that “there is 
no Core Doctrine prohibiting the 
ordination of non-celibate, ho¬ 
mosexual persons living in a 
faithful and committed sexual re¬ 
lationship with a person of the 
same sex.” 

It spoke to issues of sexuality 
which wrack virtually all denom¬ 
inations. “Stability of doctrinal 
teaching is important for the 
order and unity of the church. 
Nevertheless, the context in which 
we live, worship and carry out our 
ministry does change.” It cited 
slavery, divorce, and remarriage as 
areas where church teaching has 
changed dramatically. 

It noted “what some believe 
are new understandings about 
human sexuality, especially ho¬ 
mosexuality.” And that “some of 
the differences among us do seem 
to reflect different cultural con¬ 
texts.” 

“The court believes that on 
both sides of the issue there must 
be mutual respect and under¬ 
standing,” the court urged. “This 
is not a time for taking each other 
to trial but rather a time for tak¬ 
ing each other to God in prayer.” 

Institutional abuse’ 

A dissenting opinion was pre¬ 
sented by Andrew Fairfield, Bish¬ 
op of North Dakota, who cited 
sections of Leviticus and writings 
of the Apostle Paul in an extended 
condemnation of all things ho¬ 
mosexual. 

Stopfel called the dissent “diffi¬ 
cult to hear. For those of us who 


are gay and lesbian, it feels like in¬ 
stitutional abuse. It feels like gay 
bashing.” He was pleased with the 
majority decision. “I expected 
there would be more than one 
dissenting voice. I found that en¬ 
couraging.” 

Righter had found the pro¬ 
ceedings “a very invasive proce¬ 
dure” into his life and his wife’s. 
He greeted the decision with “re¬ 
lief” and “gratitude,” and said it 
gave him “hope that the General 
Convention will have a chance to 
talk this through and listen to 
each other. 

“We need to hear a variety of 
points of view,” he said, “and re¬ 
solve this in some way we can all 
live with.” 

He thought “we have been 
making too much out of the bed¬ 
room. It is not so much the gay 
lifestyle as what kind of a rela¬ 
tionship people are going to have. 
Are they going to be monoga¬ 
mous and faithful? I think that is 
important.” 

Righter’s attorney Michael Re¬ 
hill interpreted the decision: “It is 
not saying it is okay [to ordain a

homosexual in a committed rela¬ 
tionship], it is saying it is not ille¬ 
gal. ... There are no restraints on 
the right and power of bishops to 
ordain.” He believes “the majority 
view [within the church] has 
come to understand that open¬ 
ness and acceptance” are prefer¬ 
able to hiding. 

One reporter asked if they “ex¬ 
pect a wave of homosexual ordi¬ 
nations” in light of the decision. 
Rehill “hope[d] that no one has 
been forced to wait” for ordina¬ 
tion. Righter said, “It depends on 
the bishop.” Some have not hesi¬ 
tated to ordain, while others have 
and may feel freer to do so now.

Righter the writer 
gets book contract 

P ublisher Alfred A. Knopf Inc. announced Thursday, May 16 
that it has acquired world rights to a book by Bishop Walter 
C. Righter, who was accused of heresy by ten conservative 
bishops for ordaining a gay man as a deacon of the church in 1990. 

Bishop Righter is only the second bishop in the more than 200- 
year history of the Episcopal Church to be charged with heresy. He 
was absolved of the charges by an ecclesiastical court, which re¬ 
vealed its decision one day earlier at the Cathedral Church of St. 
John in Wilmington, Delaware. [See accompanying story, this page.] 
Bishop Righter’s book will be both a reflection on his life, and 
an account of the circumstances leading up to his being accused 
of heresy and the legal and personal events that followed, includ¬ 
ing reactions to the court’s decision. He will present a strong ar¬ 
gument for the full acceptance of gays and lesbians by the church 
and by society as a whole. He is now at work on the book, which is 
tentatively set for publication early in 1998. 

“The issue of homosexual rights, including same-sex relation¬ 
ships, has been profoundly divisive in our American society,” Bish¬ 
op Righter has said. “The church is by no means immune to this di¬ 
visiveness. It is more than coincidence that the intense debate in 
the Episcopal Church over homosexuality has followed closely 
upon the heels of the decision of the church to ordain women. 
Misogyny and homophobia go together. A narrow-minded, mean- 
spirited minority has arisen with homophobia as its central con¬ 
cern, but with misogyny as a primary undercurrent. 

“Four of the ten bishops who have brought these charges 
against me still refuse to ordain women after 20 years have

i|pi he AIDS Legal Referral Panel 
(ALRP) and the Women’s 
1 AIDS Network (WAN) 
jointly expressed outrage at the 
agreement reached by both houses 
of Congress to include a mandato¬ 
ry HIV testing of newborns provi¬ 
sion in the Ryan White CARE 
Reauthorization Act of 1996. 

President Clinton signed the 
five-year reauthorized CARE Act 
Monday, May 20 after a House- 
Senate conference agreed upon 
final details. The mandatory test¬ 
ing of newborn infants was the 
most publicly contentious issue. 

Eileen Hansen, public policy 
director for ALRP and WAN, stat¬ 
ed that the amendment is a com¬ 
plicated measure that purports to 
promote voluntary testing of 
pregnant women. 

However, the measure actually 
encourages states to implement 
mandatory testing programs by 
providing federal funds to set up 
such programs, Hansen stated. 

The measure also requires 
states to begin mandatory testing 
of newborns by the year 2000 if 
they cannot show a 50 percent re¬ 
duction in the rate of new AIDS 
cases resulting from perinatal 
transmission or that 95 percent of 
women seeking prenatal care have 
been tested. 

Hansen pointed out that if 
states do not attain these un- 
reachably high goals, they will risk 
losing their critically important 
Ryan White CARE Act funds. She 
stated that this will result in state 
legislatures adopting mandatory 
HIV testing of pregnant women 
or newborns soon. 

According to Hansen, several 
states have already reported that 
they will not be able to meet the 
criteria outlined in the HIV test¬ 
ing provision, and will therefore 
be forced to adopt mandatory 
HIV testing of newborns. 

The Ryan White CARE Act is 
an important program that funds 
healthcare and other services to 
thousands of people living with 
HIV/AIDS, Hansen stated. Believ¬ 
ing that the CARE Act is vital to 
people with HIV/AIDS, the ALRP 
and WAN have worked together 
with other national organizations 
to secure passage of the act, 


Hansen added. 

However, neither the ALRP 
nor WAN supported passage of 
the CARE Act with a mandatory 
testing provision attached. 

“The Ryan White CARE Act is 
an inappropriate place for testing 
measures to be attached,” Hansen 
said. “The CARE Act funds pro¬ 
grams that provide healthcare for 
people with HIV/AIDS. Nothing 
in this amendment enables care to 
be provided after someone tests 
HIV positive.” 

Hansen added that mandatory 
HIV testing of newborns will not 
prevent babies from becoming 
HIV infected, and will not save 
their lives. Mandatory testing of 
pregnant women will drive many 
women away from necessary pre¬ 
natal care due to very real fears of 
discrimination and stigma, 
Hansen stated. 

“Public health experts and the 
AIDS community agree that this 


is bad public health policy,” 
Hansen said. 

The five-year reauthorization 
of the CARE act was delayed for 
many months, partly because of 
disagreements over the mandato¬ 
ry testing amendment. 

Hansen said that during the 
delay, a campaign of misinforma¬ 
tion was waged, in part fueled by 
conservative and right-wing 
members of Congress who con¬ 
vinced other legislators that the 
amendment would “save babies” 
from HIV. 

Both the ALRP and the WAN 
run local, state, and national HIV 
public policy programs. Over the 
last several years, both groups have 
fought what Hansen described as 
“fierce battles” to keep mandatory 
HIV testing from becoming a re¬ 
ality. Recently, she added, the 
move toward mandatory testing 
has been directed at pregnant 
women and newborns. ▼

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AIDS dementia complex

| t is estimated that between 

one and two thirds of all 
if adults with AIDS and as many 
as 90 percent of children with 
AIDS will develop some sort of 
neurological complication. Per¬ 
haps the most well known - and 
most disturbing - of these is AIDS 
Dementia Complex (ADC), 
which occurs in seven to ten per¬ 
cent of adults with AIDS. 

ADC, marked by cognitive 
(thought) and motor (move¬ 
ment) dysfunction, is one of the 
conditions that can lead to an 
AIDS diagnosis. Symptoms in¬ 
clude impaired or slowed 
thought, speech problems, im¬ 
paired concentration, forgetful¬ 
ness, poor judgment and psy¬ 
chomotor problems. Psychomo¬ 
tor motor problems involve your 
mind telling your body to move. 
This may include difficulty walk¬ 
ing, slowed general movements, 
and incontinence. Behavioral 
changes may include apathy, so¬ 
cial withdrawal, inattentiveness, 
agitation, contusion, depression, 
and manic behaviors. 

Not everyone develops all 
these symptoms. And since simi¬ 
lar symptoms can be caused by 
other problems, such as toxoplas¬ 
mosis or lymphoma, an evalua¬ 
tion by an experienced neurolo¬ 
gist is recommended. 

ADC most often occurs in ad¬ 
vanced disease and is rare in early 
HIV infection. Incidence of ADC 
has decreased with the introduc¬ 
tion of AZT and other antiretro¬ 
viral treatments, and ADC is less 
likely to be a person’s first major 
AIDS-related complication than it 
was a decade ago. 

How does HIV cause 
dementia? 

It is clear that HIV can cause 
serious damage to the central ner¬ 
vous system (CNS; the brain and 
spinal cord), but exactly how it 
causes the damage is not com¬ 
pletely understood. HIV is known 
to infect immune cells called 
macrophages, which communi¬ 
cate with a similar functioning 
cell in the CNS called microglial 
cells, and may enter the CNS by 


this route. The virus replicates in 
these microglial cells and releases 
certain proteins and parts of its 
DNA into the CNS. 

GP120 is one of the proteins 
that, in combination with an 
overproduction of chemicals nat¬ 
urally produced by microglial 
cells, bind to receptors on the cells 
that make thinking possible. 
When this occurs the cells die. 
When cells die, lesions form. 
When enough lesions form, the 
brain goes into a wasted state. 

Treatments 

The most common treatment 
used against ADC is AZT. AZT 
crosses the blood-brain barrier 
much more easily than any other 
approved anti-HIV drug. AZT 
penetrates this barrier at a 40 per¬ 
cent rate, so higher than normal 
doses are needed. The standard 
dose of AZT is 600 mg per day. 


prove ADC symptoms. Results of 
its sister drug, Delaverdine, are 
still pending. 

Calcium channel blocking 
agents have been shown to block 
the binding of GP120 to re¬ 
ceptors on brain cells in 
the test tube. The study 
required highly toxic ,. 

doses to achieve this. ^ 

One study, ACTG 162, 
looked at non-toxic 
doses of the calcium 
channel blocker Nimodip 
ine (approved for 
cerebral hemorrhage) 
with nucleoside ana¬ 
log treatments (AZT, 
ddl, ddC). The drug 
was proved safe - but produced 
only weak improvements. 

Peptide T is another com¬ 
pound that raised some hopes, 
being non-toxic and potentially 
useful against peripheral neu-

called OPC 14,117. Again, the drug 
was safe, but produced extreme 
diarrhea and rashes, causing six 
subjects to drop out of the study. 
The study was too small to find 
any significant difference in effec¬ 
tiveness between the drug and 
placebo. 

►> Drugs like pen- 

^ toxyphilline that inhib¬ 
it tumor necrosis fac¬ 
tor, one of the chemi¬ 
cals that may be in¬ 
volved in a variety of 
^ AIDS-related symp¬ 
toms, have been stud¬ 
ied with no substan¬ 
tial improvement. 

One study set to 
begin this summer will look at 
memantine (ACTG 301), a treat¬ 
ment approved in Europe for 
Parkinson’s disease, in combina¬ 
tion with any combination of nu¬ 
cleoside analog, NNRTI (if ap¬ 
proved), or protease inhibitor. This 
trial aims to evaluate the drugs’ 
safety while improving diagnostic 
techniques, and hopes to evaluate 
the effect of viral load decreases on 


improvement of ADC symptoms. 

Glaxo Wellcome’s new nucleo¬ 
side analog, BW 1259U87, may be 
a promising new treatment. This 
drug has the great ability to enter 
the CNS and may be as potent 
against HIV as the combination 
of AZT and 3TC combined. 
Planned phase two studies will in¬ 
clude people with ADC. 

Better treatment clearly re¬ 
quires more basic science research 
to understand the mechanisms 
that cause ADC. Such research has 
historically been severely under¬ 
funded; studies of ADC are com¬ 
plicated because patients tend to 
be very sick and the research very 
expensive to conduct. 

The need is critical. Activists 
from ACT UP/Golden Gate have 
been invited to attend a Neurolog¬ 
ical Research Agenda planning 
meeting in Baltimore this summer, 
sponsored by the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Neurological Disorders 
and Stroke of the NIH. We will 
press for a strong agenda of ADC 
research and energetic support for 
this agenda by the NIH. ▼ 


ACTG (AIDS Clinical Trials 
Groups) study #005 compared 
1000 mg of AZT per day to 2000 
mg per day. The higher dose was 
significantly more effective at im¬ 
proving symptoms of dementia. 

Unfortunately, the benefits of 
high dose AZT begin to decrease 
after 12 weeks. Also, that much 
AZT may produce significant side 
effects, including anemia and 
bone marrow depletion. Many 
late-stage patients have trouble 
tolerating AZT at all. 

The other nucleoside analogs 
(ddl, ddC, 3TC, d4T) penetrate 
the blood brain barrier at lower 
levels. Unfortunately, no trials of 
combination nucleoside therapy, 
or of the new protease inhibitors, 
have been completed. 

Other types of drugs have been 
studied against ADC, but most re¬ 
sults have been less than exciting. 
In 1993, Australian scientists 
looked at U87, a non-nucleoside 
reverse transcriptase inhibitor 
(NNRTI) made by Upjohn, which 
had activity against HIV-infected 
macrophages, but it did not im- 


ropathy. Unfortunately, it did no 
better than placebo in clinical tri¬ 
als and is no longer available. 

The Dana Foundation, a pri¬ 
vate neurological research founda¬ 
tion on the East Coast, conducted 
a small study of ADC. The only 
data available is from a 30-patient 
study of a nutritional supplement

I charges that gay Municipal 
Court Judge candidate Matthew 
Rothschild asked for her help in 
making elderly voters think he 
might be a married heterosexual. 

Rothschild denies the charge, 
but Officer Leanna Dawydiak told 
the Bay Area Reporter she’s still 
appalled by the incident, and may 
seek legal action after he and his 
campaign manager Robert Barnes 
called her a liar - and worse. 

Dawydiak, onetime aide to 
politician John Burton, has been 
well-known in Bay Area political 
circles since 1976. Rothschild, a 
Department of Social Services 
Commissioner during the Agnos 
administration, currently works 
as an assistant city attorney. 

Dawydiak claims when she was 
running for a seat on the Democ¬ 
ratic Central Committee in Feb¬ 
ruary, Rothschild invited her in a 
phone conversation to accompa¬ 
ny him to meetings and campaign 
stops in the more conservative 
areas of the city, and distribute her 
literature with his. 

“He said people would think I 
was his wife,” Dawydiak said, “that 
the little old lady crowd would 
think he was straight. 

“I thought he was kidding.” 

Dawydiak, who lost her race by 
a mere 228 votes, said when she 
realized Rothschild wasn’t kidding 
she started getting annoyed. “I got 
kind of offended by that, she said. 
“My mom’s a little old lady.” 


Dawydiak told the B.A.R. she 
put the conversation on speaker¬ 
phone so her husband, a police 
inspector, could hear. “I said,‘You 
want me to go around and let 
people assume we’re straight?’ He 
said, ‘Yeah, that’ll be great.’ 

“I didn’t like the idea,” she said. 
“I was offended by it.” 

“It’s absolutely not true. It’s 
ridiculous. And if you print it, you 
should be ashamed of yourself,” 
Barnes told the B.A.R. 

Dawydiak said she didn’t ac¬ 
cept Rothschild’s offer, and she 
never understood why he would 
want to indulge in the pretense at 
campaign stops. 

“If you’re straight or gay, why 
do you have to lie? It’s just not 
right,” she said. “You have to be 
who you are. There’s no shame in 
whatever your preference is.” 

Dawydiak also said instead of 
support or political back-scratch¬ 
ing from Barnes, she found him 
constantly trying to block her; she 
discovered her name was left off 
critical endorsement cards just 
days before the vote. 


“My back got scratched, but I 
got scars five days before election 
time.” 

Dawydiak said she is now very 
angry over his denial. “It’s not like 
[Rothschild] said the facts are 
being stretched. He’s flatly denied 
it. That’s what bothersome. I don’t 
want to be called a liar. I’m pretty 
pissed off. I’m a police officer and 
an attorney. I’m really outraged by 
this,” she said. 

Dawydiak said after her un¬ 
happy experience with Rothschild 
she called his run-off opponent, 
lesbian attorney Kay Tsenin, to 
offer her support. 

“My election wasn’t the issue,” 
she said. “What I care about is in¬ 
tegrity and honesty. I hope the gay 
community believes me.” 

But Barnes says Rothschild is 
an openly gay candidate and al¬ 
ways has been, and charges to the 
contrary are just hot air - or 
maybe something else. 

“Anybody who says otherwise 
is smoking bad weed. Frankly, I 
don’t know who dreams up these 
fantasies,” he said. T 
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Defense of marriage

H t last it’s gone national; after 
, I scorching its way through 
JFm about 30 state legislatures, 
an anti-gay marriage ban - “the 
Defense of Marriage Bill” - is at 
last being considered by Congress. 
There are a number of interesting 
things about the proposed law. 
For one thing, it bans a phenom¬ 
enon that doesn’t yet exist, name¬ 
ly Hawaii’s gay marriage law. Also 
the bill would seem to flatly con¬ 
tradict the Constitution’s 4th Ar¬ 
ticle, which states that “full faith 
and credit shall be given in each 
state to the public acts, records 
and judicial proceedings of every 
other state.” Despite this, the bill 
seems poised for an easy run in 
both House and Senate. 

And it’s obvious why it’s got 
such an easy run: it’s an election 
year. In an off year, a number of 
neutrals and easy-going types 
could be persuaded to vote 
against it, but in an election year, 
with the Religious Right so ram¬ 
pant, no one wants get caught in 
the open as a fag-supporter. 

The Religious Right has been 
making homosexuality one of its 
two crusading points, along with 
abortion, this year. They held a 
special anti-homosexual rally 
after one of the primaries, and all 
the major candidates, including 
Bob Dole, either participated or 
sent encouraging letters. No 
doubt some of this same crowd is 
pushing the “Defense of Marriage 
Bill.” 

The problem is the PR difficul¬ 


ty with gay rights. While many, if 
not most, people tolerate and or 
like gays, when a public issue gets 
floated the questions get put out 
in such a way that large majorities 
end up voting against gays. This is 
why the RR refers to attempts to 
establish affirmative action for 
gays as “special privileges.” 

Ordinarily you 
might think of gay 
marriages as a fairly 
non harmful activity. 

If two guys or gals get 
hooked up, what bur¬ 
den is that upon their 
neighbors? Even 
with gays in the 
military, you 
could argue that 
gay soldiers affect 
the moral of their unit (though 
the assumption that it would do 
so negatively is a little offensive). 
Why is this ban called the “De¬ 
fense of Marriage Bill”? 

Strengthen the family 

The Republicans who were 
hoping for some key gains from 
this bill have so far been a little 
disappointed. Dole has remained 
cool to the issue and refuses to 
raise it in his speeches, although 
he clearly supports it. He doesn’t 
want to get labeled a Buchananite 
moralist. Another problem is that 
Bill Clinton has already an¬ 
nounced that he supports the bill. 
This robs the issue of much im¬ 
portance in the presidential race, 
where a head-on ideological con¬ 
frontation could really help the 
Republicans. 

Clinton’s support of the bill 


has been done very diplomatical¬ 
ly. None of his statements have 
come directly from him, only 
from senior advisors such as 
George Stephanopoulos (the one¬ 
time ballet dancer). According to 
White House press secretary 
Michael D. McCurry, “He believes 
this is a time when 
we need to do 
things to strength¬ 
en the American 
Family, and that’s 
the reason he’s 
taken this posi¬ 
tion.” 

Well, I woul- 
da thought that 
allowing gay 
marriages 
would be just 
about the simplest, cheapest way 
to “strengthen the American Fam¬ 
ily.” 

It’s easy to see why Clinton has 
taken this approach. He learned 
with his gays in the military fiasco 
how volatile the issue of queer 
rights can be. And now, with the 
election campaign unofficially in 
progress, it would be madness to 
leave the center to Dole. So he 
puts in his token opposition and 
hints that he may veto the bill if 
it’s passed; or maybe not. That 
probably depends on how the 
issue plays out. If it’s debated 
hotly and passes narrowly, Bill 
may rethink his issues and veto it 
after all. 

Problem is that there doesn’t 
seem to be much debate on this 
issue, hot or otherwise. There are 
virtually no defenders of the gay 
side of the question. The New York 
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Times, in its coverage of the bill, 
quoted only Representative Pat 
Schroeder of Colorado speaking 
against it. And she, I believe, isn’t 
running for re-election. Other 
traditionally queer-friendly voic¬ 
es have been silent. I haven’t heard 
a whisper about where Senator 
Dianne Feinstein is on this, but 
she has been hanging out with Re¬ 
publicans a lot lately, and she did 
veto a domestic partners bill back 
when she was mayor of San Fran¬ 
cisco. When the flow gets going, 
it’s hard to stay out of it. 

A second Stonewall 

It’s hard to say how all this will 
pan out. The Senate is full of little 
procedural twists and turns - 
that’s how the proposal to ban 
HIVers from the military got 
tacked onto a budget by a single 
member. When it comes to gay 


pass a gay marriage law and the 
Defense of Marriage bill is passed, 
the law will be straightaway chal¬ 
lenged in court, and probably win 
at the lower levels. Ultimately they 
may find their way to the 
Supreme Court. 

Unfortunately, there hasn’t 
been much response from the gay 
community. This was started by a 
gay couple and a lesbian couple in 
Hawaii and was swiftly followed 
up by reactionary legislators in 
two dozen backwater states (and, 
I must admit, California). Some 
groups have started forming to 
support the notion of gay mar¬ 
riages, but such organizing is fair¬ 
ly light. 

This means that the Religious 
Right is gearing up for a massive 
campaign without much visible 
opposition. Gays care, but aren’t 
really steamed up about it the way

stuff, how people react depends 
very much on who is watching 
them. That’s why there’s a certain 
amount of nervousness about the 
bill. It looks pretty safe but you 
never can tell with these gay 
things. 

It’s possible that Hawaii won’t 
allow gay marriages, instead just 
setting up a real good domestic 
partners situation. If that’s the 
case, then the “Defense of Mar¬ 
riage” bill is a dead letter, designed 
to derail a train that’s never left 
the station. 

It’s possible that the bill will be 
shunted off to the side in some 
committee and lost to legislation 
for a while. This is a typical fate 
for such bills. 

It’s possible that if Hawaii does 


we were about the ban on gays in 
the military. The Democrats, from 
Clinton to the right, have made it 
clear that they’re not going to 
fight it. 

The odd thing is that I never 
thought the issue of gay marriages 
would be dealt with in the main¬ 
stream so prominently. And if it 
comes to pass, this would be the 
biggest gain for gay culture since 
Stonewall. 

So for the most part I’m re¬ 
signed to the “Defense of Mar¬ 
riage” bill sailing through Con¬ 
gress with little opposition. But if 
Hawaii does pass its gay marriage 
law, the whole situation is differ¬ 
ent. It may take a Supreme court 
decision, but I think that gay mar¬ 
riages are on the way. ▼

Two of the conservative bish¬ 
ops who brought the charges 
against Righter and their legal 
counsels were present for reading 
of the decision.

stitution’s guarantee of equal pro¬ 
tection is the principle that gov¬ 
ernment and each of its parts re¬ 
main open on impartial terms to 
all who seek its assistance.... 

“We cannot say that Amend¬ 
ment 2 is directed to any identifi¬ 
able legitimate purpose or discrete 
objective. It is a status-based en¬ 
actment divorced from any factu¬ 
al context from which we could 
discern a relationship to legitimate 
state interests; it is a classification 
of persons undertaken for its own 
sake, something the Equal Protec¬ 
tion Clause does not permit.” 

‘Reprehensible’ 

The dissenting opinion was 
written by Justice Antonin Scalia 
and joined by Chief Justice 
William Rehnquist and Justice 
Clarence Thomas. It dripped with 
venom toward both gays and the 
majority opinion. Scalia appro¬ 
priated the language Nazi Ger¬ 
many used against the Jews when 
he wrote as his opening line: “The 
court has mistaken a Kulturkampf 
[cultural war] for a fit of spite.” 

To Scalia, Amendment 2 “is 
rather a modest attempt by seem¬ 
ingly tolerant Coloradans to pre¬ 
serve traditional sexual mores 
against the efforts of a politically 
powerful minority to revise those 
mores through use of the laws.” 

He castigated his colleagues for 
“the opinion’s heavy reliance upon 
principles of righteousness rather 
than judicial holdings.” It “contra¬ 
dicts” the 1986 sodomy decision 
Bowers v. Hard wick“ and places the 


prestige of this institution behind 
the proposition that opposition to 
homosexuality is as reprehensible 
as racial or religious bias.... 

“This Court has no business 
imposing upon all Americans the 
resolution favored by the elite 
class from which the members of 
this institution are selected, pro¬ 
nouncing that ‘animosity’ toward 
homosexuality is evil. 

“The problem,” wrote Scalia in 
advancing right wing myths of 
the gay community, “is that, be¬ 
cause those who engage in homo¬ 
sexual conduct tend to reside in 
disproportionate number in cer¬ 
tain communities, have high dis¬ 
posable income, and of course 
care about homosexual-rights is¬ 
sues much more ardently than the 
public at large, they possess polit¬ 
ical power much greater than 
their number, both locally and 
statewide.... 

“Today’s opinion has no foun¬ 
dation in American constitution¬ 
al law, and barely pretends to,” 
Scalia concluded. “Striking it 
down is an act not of judicial 
judgment, but of political will.” 

A breakthrough 

Reaction from the gay com¬ 
munity was ecstatic. Suzanne 
Goldberg, an attorney with the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund who participated in 
the appeal, called the decision “a 
breakthrough victory for lesbians 
and gay men throughout the 
United States.” 

It is “the single most positive 
Supreme Court ruling in the his¬ 
tory of the gay rights movement,” 
she also said.

Local reactions to the 
Supremes’ decision

San Francisco Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano left that quip as his 
home answering machine message 
Tuesday, May 21, prompted by the 
U.S. Supreme Court’s decision on 
the anti-gay Amendment 2 the day 
earlier. [See story, page one.] 

“Well, that’s my comment,” he 
told the B.A.R., U but it’s like I said 
yesterday: it’s a great day, and we 
should savor it - but we have a 
long struggle ahead of us. 

“Are you listening, President 
Clinton?” 

The Supreme Court decision 
was handed down one week after 
a White House spokesperson said 
the president did not support 
same-sex marriage - because the 
country needed to focus on 
“strengthening the family.” 

After the Amendment 2 deci¬ 
sion, the office of President Clin¬ 
ton’s lesbian and gay liaison, Mar¬ 
sha Scott, worked overtime faxing 
her congratulatory messages to les¬ 
bian and gay political leaders and 
press around the country, but most 
local leaders continued to ask the 
same question as Ammiano. 

Supervisor Susan Leal told the 
B.A.R., “I think he is probably lis¬ 
tening, but, I think in the next few 
months his hearing is unfortu¬ 
nately going to be distorted by the 
soundwaves of electoral politics.” 

Leal, who said she was “pleas¬ 
antly surprised” by the Supreme 
Court decision, organized a meet¬ 
ing last year with national lesbian 
and gay leaders and White House 
officials. One of the items dis¬ 


cussed was the Justice Depart¬ 
ment’s refusal to write a friend of 
the court brief supporting the un¬ 
constitutionality argument 
against the anti-gay Colorado 
constitutional amendment. 

Other local lesbian and gay 
leaders also expressed happiness 
over the victory, including legal 
strategists who crafted the plain¬ 
tiff’s response. 

“This is the most important 
gay rights decision, ever,” said a 
jubilant Matt Coles, who heads 
the American Civil Liberties Les¬ 
bian and Gay Rights Unit. 

“There’s no doubt about it. 
The court’s ruling about Amend¬ 
ment 2 will set aside all other ini¬ 
tiatives that have passed so far. It 
will critically impact our commu¬ 
nity in almost every kind of litiga¬ 
tion,” Coles said. 

Co-Counsel Clyde Wadsworth 
said, “I’m just elated. It frankly 
goes to the heart of Amendment 
2 and says there’s something 
wrong on the face of it. 

“Justice Kennedy said it in his 
simple opinion that Amendment 
2 was so broad that it can only be 
motivated by hostility, and that’s 
not constitutional,” he said. 

San Francisco activist Michael 
Petrelis said that although he ap¬ 
plauded the decision, “We can’t 
forget that the court on June 30, 
1986, upheld Georgia’s sodomy 
statute in a decision known as 
Bowers v Hardwick .” 

Justice Antonin Scalia bitterly 
complained in his dissent to the 
Amendment 2 ruling that the ma¬ 
jority opinion effectively over¬ 
turned the Hardwick decision, but 
Petrelis said activists should now 
redouble their efforts to challenge 
state sodomy statutes before the 
Supreme Court. ▼ 


ed States for decades to come.” 

She also praised the court for 
rejecting the “special rights” 
rhetoric of those opposing equal¬ 
ity for homosexuals. 

Melinda Paras, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force (NGLTF), called 
it a “stake through the heart” of 
anti-gay ballot initiatives. 

Elizabeth Birch, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC), admonished Congress to 
look at the decision when they con¬ 
sider support for legislation “out¬ 
lawing] same-sex marriage.” 

“The highest court of the land 
has said that no state can make its 
gay and lesbian citizens unequal 
to everyone else,” she said. 

To ACT UP/Washington’s 
Wayne Turner the decision “proves 
that Bill Clinton and his Justice 
Department are irrelevant to our 
progressive gay and AIDS agenda. 
Both President Clinton and Con¬ 


gress have been scapegoating our 
community the past few weeks 
[over gay marriage]. Today’s ruling 
shows that we can get a fair shake 
in at least one of the three branch¬ 
es of government.” 

The Clinton administration 
had refused to file an amicus brief 
in support of the challenge to 
Amendment 2 despite intense 
lobbying efforts on the part of gay 
leaders both within and outside of 
the government. 

Reaction from the White 
House was muted; spokesman 
Mike McCurry said, “The presi¬ 
dent believes today’s decision was 
appropriate.” 

The far right saw gloom and 
doom. “It’s a very dark day for the 
liberty rights of the American peo¬ 
ple,” said Gary Bauer, president of 
the Family Research Council. “The 
judges seem to be saying that there 
are some matters so important 
that we will not allow the Ameri¬ 


can people to decide them.” 

Jay Sekulow, head of Pat Robert¬ 
son’s American Center for Law and 
Justice, acknowledged, “This does 
send a signal to America that there’s 
been a shift of momentum towards 
the homosexual community, there’s 
no doubt about it.” 

It is important to note that the 
decision came from Kennedy, per¬ 
haps the most conservative Justice 
in the majority, and not from one 
of his more liberal colleagues. The 
New York Times wrote in an edito¬ 
rial that this “ideologically mixed 
group of Justices who combined 
in a stout defense of constitution¬ 
al values may well have made it 
more difficult for politicians to 
use gay rights as a divisive issue 
this year.” 

The decision also seems to auger 
well for a favorable decision from 
the court on gays in the military, 
perhaps as early as next year, and 
gay marriage at some later point. ▼

Protean director 
John Schlesinger 
returns to familiar 
ground with 
‘Cold Comfort Farm’ 


W ohn Schlesinger was in a hurry. The famed 
I British director arrived in San Francisco early 
I one recent Tuesday morning while on a pub- 
M licity tour for his new movie, Cold Comfort 
Farm, and was gone on a red-eye flight to New 
York that night. All day long he held court at the 
Ritz-Carlton on Nob Hill, where he chatted with 
an army of press and television people who 
streamed in and out of his suite with alarming reg¬ 
ularity. 

Stout, with pale blue eyes, bald pate and close¬ 
ly-cropped snowy-white beard, Schlesinger cuts a 
vigorous figure at age 70. In the 1960s, he began 
in feature films auspiciously with A Kind of Lov¬ 
ing, Billy Liar, Darling and Far from the Madding 
Crowd. Then came his American film debut in 
1969. The low-budget piece was Midnight Cowboy. 
With it came a box-office bonanza, critical su¬ 
perlatives, the Best Director and Best Picture 
Academy Awards and the everlasting affection of 
Sylvia Miles fans everywhere. 

Nothing he has done since has brought him 
that kind of acclaim and visibility, but he has 
steadfastly kept working in film, theater and tele¬ 
vision, amassing an extraordinarily diverse port¬ 
folio. In 1971, he scored a triumph with the ma¬ 
ture love triangle, Sunday, Bloody Sunday. Later 
came The Day of the Locust, a noble misfire based 
on Nathanael West’s famous novel of Hollywood’s 
underbelly. Yanks is a nostalgia-baked, if inert, ro¬ 
mance that established Richard Gere as a leading

T he Joe Goode Performance Group creates the kind of 
art people have a hard time defining. Labels like “hy¬ 
perdance,” “new emotionalism” and “new Baroque” have 
attempted to classify the work, but a catch phrase cannot fully 
convey the combination of elements — dance, theater, music 
and song — the group employs in each new creation. 

For the last decade, gay performing artist Joe Goode has 
been leading his San Francisco-based company of six per¬ 


formers through a variety of art forms. The troupe has 
toured extensively throughout the U.S., Europe and South 
America with shows that Goode has described as “essays 
about identity.” These living essays include Goode’s 1987 sig¬ 
nature piece entitled Twenty-Nine Effeminate Gestures and 
The Ascension of Big Linda Into the Skies of Montana, in 
which Goode himself portrayed Linda complete with dress 
and wig. 

The 45-year-old Goode has dubbed his company a per¬ 
formance group rather than a dance ensemble because he 
doesn’t want the troupe to be limited by its name. Goode has 
a passion for language as well as movement and says he feels 
it is important to include spoken word when language is as 
important to a culture as it is to ours. 

Infusing dance with language and theater with movement 
is a tricky business, and critics have not always been sup¬ 
portive. Undaunted by critical reception, Goode has re¬ 
mained dedicated to bringing his visions to life in whatever

f ho’d have known on

Several stal¬ 
warts— about 20 people, includ¬ 
ing a few journalists— attempted 
to start a march, but too careful at¬ 
tention to traffic lights along Mar¬ 
ket Street put a damper on the rev¬ 
olutionary spirit. 

Daunted by the exigencies 
of modern life, several of 
those marchers ended up at 
a crowded Castro St. water¬ 
ing hole, where, a lit¬ 
tle spy tells us, the as¬ 
sembled patrons 
crowded about a 
video screen teem¬ 
ing with images of 
teenage boys doff¬ 
ing their Jockeys in 
a sweaty locker 
room. “Does anybody want to 
watch the news?” asked one of the 
bartenders. En masse, the crowd 
screamed, “No!” And we wonder 
why the world is a mess?

Heat 

Irony commingled with com¬ 
edy last Friday night at the Castro 
Theatre, where a huge crowd 
turned out to meet Sylvia Miles 
and ogle her by turns mesmeriz¬ 
ing and lurid performance in 
Paul Morrissey’s Heat. The spir¬ 
it of the evening was largely rev¬ 
erential (Miles is, after all, a screen 
legend), but there were certainly 
plenty of times Friday when the 
camp factor suggested a surreal 
roast. Be that as it may, the host of 
the evening, Tom Ammiano, and 
producers of the event, Marc 
Huestisand Lawrence Heiman, 


had only reverence in mind. 

Miles got in some good lines 
Friday, especially when, after look¬ 
ing at John Schlesinger’s brief 
videotaped tribute to the actress, 
who starred in his 1969 flick 
Midnight Cowboy, Miles 
said, “I feel like I’ve 
been visited by the 
ghost of Hamlet.” 

1 (She’s a little miffed 
at John for being ig¬ 
nored by him all these 
years and “for not 
being invited to his 
Cold Comfort Farm 
party” in New York.) 

Sylvia also 
wanted to clarify a 
couple of things about that fa¬ 
mous incident involving critic 
John Simon and a plate of 
spaghetti. “It was actually a 
Quiche Lorraine and cole slaw 
that I dumped on his head,” said 
the actress. “And it wasn’t because 
he gave me a bad review. It was be¬ 
cause he referred to me as 
Warhol’s party girl and gate¬ 
crasher. After I dumped the food 
on his head, I said to him, ‘Now 
you can call me a plate crasher.’” 

Bad acting 

A lot of queers think it takes a 
queer to play a gay or lesbian role, 
but this may cut both ways. Take 
Nathan Lane (somebody, please), 
for instance. He may well deserve 
that best actor Tony nomination 
for his overall performance in A 
Funny Thing Happened on the 
Way to the Forum, but he’s less 
than convincing early in the play 
when a string of beautiful courte¬ 
sans parades before him. Was it 
just Pithy, or did others notice 
the actor drifting into a certifiable 
state of ennui during the proceed¬ 
ings? Gotta learn to fake it better, 
Natie honey. 

Super fag? 

You gotta love NBA basketball 
star and all-around bad boy Den¬ 
nis Rodman, who’s just published 
a wacky new hardback. He admits 
to “experimenting with guys” 
(though he qualifies it by saying it 
depends on how one defines “ex¬ 
perimenting”). In any case, he cer¬ 
tainly is a free spirit: he drives a 


pink Harley, loves to dress in se- 
quined halter tops, and hangs out 
in gay bars because he feels “more 
comfortable” in them. Rodman 
also reveals that he wears women’s 
leggings but not lingerie. (Every¬ 
one has to draw the line some¬ 
where, eh?) Bad As I Wanna Be is 
almost worth its $22.95 price tag, 
though a lot of it rehashes things 
he’s said before in interviews. 

Forbidden fruits 

“Who’s Gay in Hollywood?” is 
one of several rousing numbers in 
the off-Broadway movie spoof 
Forbidden Hollywood. Among 
those mentioned by name are Ms. 
Silence of the Lambs, Mr. Ger- 
bil, and Mr. Mission: Impossi¬ 
ble (and we don’t mean Peter 
Graves). Christine Pedi does a 
fab Babs Streisand in Hello 
Dolly, only to be daunted by ac¬ 
tors playing Louis Armstrong 
(“Well, shut up, Barbra, please 
shut up, Barbra”) and Carol 
Channing (something about 
swiping her role) for wrecking the 
film. Forbidden is very funny, and, 
for any of you budget-minded 
queens coming to New York this 
summer, almost always on sale at 
the half-price theatre-tickets 
booth in Times Square. 

KQED’s gay pride 

KQED has put finishing 
touches on its scheduled pro¬ 
gramming for June, Gay Pride 
month. As usual there are a cou¬ 
ple of gems amidst lots of the 
usual tinsel. The good news is that 
KQED will air Fiction and Other 
Truths: A Film About Jane Rule 
(June 14, 9 p.m.), one of the hits 
of last year’s queer film fest. Fic¬ 
tion is an inspiring look at the 
life’s work of activist Jane Rule, 
author of the breakthrough 1964 
novel, The Desert of the Heart, and 
her contributions to the public 
debate on sexuality and censor¬ 
ship. Promising, too, is Forbidden 
Love: The Unashamed Stories of 
Lesbian Lives (Friday, June 14, 

11:23 p.m.), in which nine women 
reflect on lesbian sexuality against 
a backdrop of dramatizations 
from lesbian pulp novels. 

Unfortunately, there are also 
tired retreads, including the over¬ 


exposed P.O.V.: One Nation Under 
God, Coming Out Under Fire, 
Laurie Lynd’s RSVP, Changing 
Our Minds: The Story of Dr. Eve¬ 
lyn Hooker and a replay of last 
year’s four-part series A Question 
of Equality. Yawn. 

It’s too bad KQED passed on 
Family Values, Pam Walton’s very 
personal tale of her search for rec¬ 
onciliation with her right-wing- 
activist father. Dad belongs to 
groups that advocate exterminat¬ 
ing homosexuals and other hateful 
propositions. Along for Walton’s 
quest are her sister and brother 
and several lesbian friends. Al¬ 
though the lesbians form a “fami¬ 
ly” for Walton, one of them draws 
a poignant distinction between the 
emotional connections that exist 
between blood relatives and the 
links that lesbians and gays forge in 
the absence of acceptance by their 
biological families. 

Family Values has uneven 
patches, but this is a virtue, not a 
flaw. It’s often when Walton’s emo¬ 
tions — either on camera or in the 
editing room — override her pro¬ 
fessional judgment that the piece’s 
most moving sequences ensue. If 
Family Values is messy in spots it’s 
because life is messy and her par¬ 
ticular situation is messy. The 
video may not hit the airwaves 
here anytime soon, but it will pop 
up at the SF International Les¬ 
bian and Gay Film Festival, 
which unfolds here June 21-30. 
KQED may consider airing Fami¬ 
ly Values at a later date— for what 
it’s worth we hope they do. 

The Jon Sugar Show 

Finally, local impresario Jon 
Sugar, one of the producers of a 
fledgling music label, The House 
of Burgess, is looking for pop 
song writers and keyboardists to 
work on a project in Hawaii. Ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Sugar, so well- 
known in these parts for his work 
with GAWK, the queer artists and 
writers collective, “We have a 
$40,000 budget to work with, and 
we’re looking for new material.” 
Interested parties should contact 
Sugar at 731-2424. Oh, one last 
thing, they’re also looking for a re¬ 
turn on their investment, so put 
your best foot forward! ▼

hunk. Beginning with Marathon 
Man, Schlesinger has proven a 
competent maker of thrillers {Pa¬ 
cific Heights , An Eye for an Eye), 
but it’s a genre that seems unwor¬ 
thy of a man so wise to the pain of 
marginal lives. 

From the proletariat escape 
fantasy of Billy Liar to the ter¬ 
ror-ridden Santeria shocker The 
Believers, Schlesinger has eluded 
categorization. On stage he has 
directed Shakespeare, Sam Shep¬ 
ard and opera. His is not a career 
for easy summary and dismissal. 
He has gone on record as a provo¬ 
cateur who is willing to shake 
complacent sensibilities with ho¬ 
mosexual plot elements and dis¬ 
orienting edits and jump cuts. He 
is drawn to desperate situations 
on screen. A jolt can still be felt 
when the Parisian orgy of Darling 
turns ugly, or Bernard Hughes’ 
false teeth fall out in Midnight 
Cowboy, or the crowd devours 
Donald Sutherland in The Day of 
the Locust. 

Shock elements aside, the 
heart of Schlesinger’s movies has 
always been with his actors. He 
has repeatedly demonstrated a 


rare gift for coaxing them to bril¬ 
liance. In 1965, he got a canny and 
dazzling performance from neo¬ 
phyte Julie Christie in Darling, 
and even more subtle work from 
Dirk Bogarde. In Midnight Cow¬ 
boy, Jon Voight and Dustin Hoff¬ 
man form what is arguably the 
most emotionally devastating 
male friendship ever seen in the 
movies. The list of memorable 
performances courtesy of 
Schlesinger is long: Tom Court¬ 
ney and Christie in Billy Liar, Lau¬ 
rence Olivier and Hoffman in 
Marathon Man, Peter Finch and 
Glenda Jackson in Sunday, Bloody 
Sunday, Finch in Far from the 
Madding Crowd, Vanessa Red¬ 
grave and Rachel Roberts in 
Yanks, Karen Black and Burgess 
Meredith in The Day of the Locust, 
Shirley MacLaine, Navin 
Chowdhry and Shaban Azmi in 
Madame Sousatzka, Sean Penn in 
The Falcon and the Snowman, and 
everybody in Midnight Cowboy. 
He has directed others to great ac¬ 
claim on British television, in¬ 
cluding Julie Christie, Coral 
Browne, Alan Bates, Irene Worth, 
James Fox and Claire Bloom. 

With his latest, Cold Comfort 
Farm, Schlesinger has circled back 
on an early career landmark. He 
captured Thomas Hardy’s tale of 


rural conflicts in Far from the 
Madding Crowd back in 1967. 
Cold Comfort Farm delightfully 
skewers the same image of British 
literature’s rolling landscapes. To 
aid in the task, he assembled a fine 
cast that includes Eileen Atkins 
{The Dresser), Kate Beckinsale 
{Much Ado About Nothing) and 
Joanna Lumley {Absolutely Fabu¬ 
lous). They take no serene walk in 
the country a la Merchant-Ivory; 
Cold Comfort Farm is peopled by 
the most earthy collection of bu¬ 
colics this side of Monty Python, 
so funny and real, in fact, their 
collective body odor nearly rises 
off the screen. 

Schlesinger took time out re¬ 
cently from his whirlwind tour to 
talk with me about Cold Comfort 
Farm, his earlier films, their gay 
content and the future: 

MK: Stella Gibbons, the author of 
Cold Comfort Farm, is not well- 
known in the United States. 

JS: She was a poet who died in 
1989. She wrote Cold Comfort 
Farm as a literary satire on 
Thomas Hardy and D. H. 
Lawrence. I remember my parents 
recommending the book when I 
was quite young. It is a great read, 
full of eccentric characters. 

How did this project come about? 

I was going to make another 
movie here when the financing, 
fell apart. I went back to England 
knowing this was an offer and 
hoped it wasn’t for television. It 
was ( Cold Comfort Farm has aired 
on the BBC), but I’m jolly glad I 
took it. 

As a satire on rural England and 
the literature of the countryside, 
Cold Comfort Farm avoids stereo¬ 
types of the hayseed or the yokel. 
How did you escape that trap? 

Well, it could have been Ma and 
Pa Kettle on the farm. I must 
credit Stella Gibbons and Mal¬ 
colm Bradbury, who wrote the 
screenplay. The characters are 
beautifully written. It’s full of 
farce — cow patties getting 
thrown on barn doors, that sort of 
thing. I was working with very

Cold Comfort Farm: not for the Masterpiece Theatre crowd

ohn Schlesinger’s Cold Com¬ 
fort Farm is a gleeful gallop 
m through the literary land¬ 
scape of 19th-century England as 
perpetuated in the psyches of a 
wildly improbable farm family in 
1930s Sussex. Establishing stereo¬ 
types only to subvert them, the 
film operates as a meditation on 
role-playing. Comic catharsis 
packs a psychological wallop as 
one by one the characters divest 
themselves of stultifying self-im¬ 
ages and move on to pursue their 
pleasures in the modern world. 

The opening sequence is a wee 
film within a film, in which the 
camera itself is parodist. Geese 
gabble and scatter, feet flee farm¬ 
yard, a young girl launches a kite 
into the air and subsequently loses 
her way in the forest. Slowly she 
approaches an old hut. Uh-oh. 
We’ve all seen movies like this, 
but, thank Goddess, this isn’t one 
of them. Cut to an old hag in bed 
screaming, “I saw something 
nasty in the woodshed!” 

Cut to upper-class London, 
where the toothsome Mrs. Smil¬ 
ing (Joanna Ab Fab Lumley) is 
surrounded by a suspiciously 
fetishistic collection of female 
dress forms. A rapid-fire exchange 
with the butler introduces her 
bright young friend, Flora Poste 
(Kate Beckinsale). A recent or¬ 
phan and aspiring novelist, Flora 
is culling distant relatives for the 
best combination lodgings and 
life experience. 

After a handful of quick 
cameos by far-flung eccentrics 
eager to put a roof over her head, 
Flora picks Cold Comfort Farm. 
That’s where Ada Doom (Sheila 
Burrell) lies abed, ever-trauma¬ 
tized by that “something nasty in 
the woodshed,” which has become 
her chief conversational gambit. 
Head of the misbegotten Starkad- 
der — as in starkers, or stark rav-

ing mad — clan, she never leaves 
her cobwebbed room at the top of 
the stairs, but haunts her ram¬ 
shackle preserve like Rochester’s 
first wife. 

Doom’s descendants live like 
serfs, like something out of 
Thomas Hardy, even though this 
is the 1930s. The farm interior is 
all smoke-and-grease-stained 
wood, dust, and tatty linen. The 
inhabitants are similarly caught in 
some kind of time warp, symbol¬ 
ized by their having assumed the 
psychological profiles of obsolete 
literary creations. 

Adepts of 19th-century Eng¬ 
lish literature will have a field day 
tracing these characters to their 
sources. Others will enjoy these 
crazy people for the sheer over- 
the-top outlandishness of their 
behavior. Schlesinger cannot be 
overpraised for having whipped 
his cast into a perfect lather of 
high irony and low comedic ef¬ 
fect. 

And, of course, since they’re 
British, these people can act. They 
can do period and lose themselves 
in the ensemble. Eileen Atkins rel¬ 
ishes her role as the ratted-haired, 
layered-look madwoman Judith 
Starkadder, who conducts her life 
as an insufficient penance for an 
obscure family curse. And pinch

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yourself, that’s Ian McKellen as 
her husband Amos, a dour farmer 
who lives for Sundays, when he 
preaches hellfire and damnation 
to an obscure sect called the Quiv¬ 
ering Brethren. 

Smoldering Rufus Sewell plays 
their son Seth, an oversexed farm¬ 
hand in the D.H. Lawrence mold 
forever a-humping in the hayloft. 
Freddie Jones is sublime as an 
avuncular Dickensian type who 
insists on washing dishes with 
twigs. As his daughter Elfine, 
Maria Miles frolics like a spirit of 
some James M. Barrie woodland, 
when she’s not trysting with the 
manly Dick Hawk-Monitor (Ru¬ 
pert Penry-Jones), a lord of the 
manor with a perfect seat. 

Enter Flora Poste — as cool, 
clear-headed a pragmatist as ever 
drove a Jane Austen novel. Flora 
fits into Cold Comfort Farm the 


way Alice fit into Wonderland, or 
the way some of the rest of us 
mesh with our families. The dif¬ 
ference is that Flora will enact the 
wish-fulfillment of manipulating 
the suffering Starkadders into cre¬ 
atively channeling their frustrated 
desires, thereby successfully de¬ 
molishing the family’s demonic 
grip - 

As she “brings people round to 
the higher common sense,” Flora’s 
career counseling reveals a mate¬ 
rialistic bent. Flora herself aban¬ 
dons her literary ambitions and 
agrees to marry dashing Charles 
Fairford (Christopher Bowen). 
But rewriting the Starkadders’ 
lives does seem a more vital 
achievement than scribbling de¬ 
rivative tripe about “the golden 
orb” — and her beau arrives for 
her in a biplane! Celebrating 
human behavior as a culture- 
based, unnatural and infinitely 
malleable phenomenon, this 
movie feels implicitly gay. 


Based on a novel by Stella Gib¬ 
bons that is required reading for 
English teenagers, Comfort is the 
antithesis of a reheated classic a la 
Masterpiece Theatre. Schlesinger 
and screenwriter Malcolm Brad¬ 
bury have placed the book’s mod¬ 
ernist spirit in decidedly post¬ 
modern perspective. Sixty years 
on, thoroughly modern Flora and 
her fashionable friends are as 
transparently artificial and possi¬ 
bly even more outmoded than 
their country cousins, whose 
poverty and depression feel more 
durable than pre-war London’s 
affluent ease. 

Fun for the whole chosen fam¬ 
ily, Cold Coinfort Farm is a warm¬ 
hearted, non-stop comic romp 
you don’t have to be stupid to 
enjoy. T

King of Kings

ow unfortunate for us that 
v Jaffe Cohen’s The King of 
I > Kings and I has left us so 
quickly. Cohen, who bills himself 
as the Jewish third of the popular 
comedy troupe Funny Gay Males, 
brought his latest solo show to 
Josie’s last week, a touching and 
humorous coming-of-age story 
related as part stand-up and part 
solo monologue.

Much of what is funny about 
the show is its humanity. Cohen 
grew up Jewish in a completely 
Catholic neighborhood in Brook¬ 
lyn. His religion was plain, but 
Catholicism fascinated him. 
While suffering from puppy love 
for the Catholic boys next door, 
he befriended one of their sisters, 
and thus commenced his spiritu¬ 
al-sexual journey into adulthood. 

It begins with a profound lust 
for the King of Kings himself, a 
nearly naked, very handsome 
Jesus on the cross. At least, Cohen 
says, “he’s not going anywhere.” 
Then the journey proceeds 
through college, where descriptive 
phrases meaning gay (“multi-tal¬ 
ented,” “vivacious,” “sensitive,” 
and “animated”) scare him away 
from his friends. He drops out to 
join two hippie communes, ex¬ 
plores a brief heterosexual rela¬ 
tionship, and then makes a foray

and I and II Disgraziato 


into fundamentalist Christianity 
before finally reconciling Jewish¬ 
ness with gayness. Each part of his 
tale is as funny and poignant as 
the last. 

Cohen’s personality is a cross 
between sparkling Dana Carvey 
and caustic Joan Rivers. The jokes 
come in all sizes, from long and 
developed scenarios with big 
laughs to snide remarks tossed off 
without a second thought. Cohen 
is not just funny, he’s fun to 
watch. 

Gay+ltalian+American 

Local activist Tommi Avicolli 
Mecca is also sharing a coming- 
of-age-story at Josie’s, II Disgrazi¬ 
ato, a gay Italian/American story, 
but the results are mixed. Al¬ 
though his experiences are as 
coijiic and moving as Cohen’s, 
Mecca’s storytelling style is more 
plaintive, and sometimes the ef¬ 
fect can be confusing. 

Mecca comes from Italian 
South Philadelphia, where every¬ 
one knows each other or is relat¬ 
ed, and no matter how hard you 
try, someone is bound to find out 
about you. “II Disgraziato” means 
exactly what it sounds like, a dis¬ 
grace to the family, and Mecca’s 
piece shares how he works 
through his unflattering condem¬ 
nation. 

Throughout his life, Mecca 
identified mostly with outcasts in 
his community, including his un¬ 
married aunt and a spooky neigh¬ 
borhood woman who is simply 
referred to as a witch. He tries to 
walk that narrow path by being 
only so out, but his fragile world 
is shattered when an uncle sees 
him on a late-night talk show on 
which he reveals that he is gay. 

This piece builds much like

one would expect a good Catholic 
boy’s gay awakening to build, with 
bursts of sexual joy followed by 
Catholic terror, a combination 
that leads to a lot of anger. Unfor¬ 
tunately, Mecca isn’t always able 
to focus his anger very clearly. II 
Disgraziato sometimes seems a bit 
forced, and there is no solid 
through line connecting the 11 
short incidents he shares. 

Nevertheless, Mecca tries 
hard here. With a little more 
fine-tuning, his piece will play 
quite well. T

John Fisher and 
Medea have legs 


J ohn Fisher, creator of 
Medea: The Musical, is 
definitely going places. 

The 31-year-old playwright, 
a graduate student at UC 
Berkeley, is currently in ne¬ 
gotiations with show biz 
legend Charles H. Joffe 
(Woody Allen’s producer) 
to develop film and theatri¬ 
cal projects, the SF Chroni¬ 
cle reported last week. “I 
was bowled over when I saw 
the show {Medea),” Joffee 
told the Chronicle. “John’s 
talent is so enormous I 
don’t believe there are any 
bounds to what he can do.” 

Fisher is now writing a 

screenplay based on an earlier work, The loy of Gay Sex. Joffee, the 
Chronicle reported, wants to produce Medea onstage in Los Ange¬ 
les and New York. 

Meanwhile, Medea has been extended through July 14 at the 
Stage Door Theatre. Medea is Fisher’s hilarious mockery of Greek 
tragedy, theatre, business, romance, sexuality, murder, backstage in¬ 
trigue, and thespian dysfunctionality. The show has won a ton of 
accolades this year, including: SF Cable Car Awards for Best Musi¬ 
cal and Best Lead Actor (Paul Tena); the 1996 Glickman Playwright 
award for Best New Play; and six Bay Area Theatre Critics’ Circle 
Awards; Best Director (John Fisher), Best Original Script (John 
Fisher), Best Choreography (Jane Paik), Best Female Lead Perfor¬ 
mance (Elsa Wolthausen), Best Musical Direction (Corey Schaffer), 
and Best Musical Production. Medea: The Musical plays Wed-Sat at 
8 p.m. at the Stage Door Theatre, 420 Mason St. Tickets are $22- 
$26.

form he deems appropriate. Ap¬ 
parently the powers that be in the 
microscopic world of arts fund¬ 
ing have complete faith in Goode: 
his troupe received one of the 
first-ever National Dance Resi¬ 
dency Program awards in 1995. 
The $100,000 award for artistic 
development has been put to use 
on the JGPG tenth anniversary 
project, The Maverick Strain, 
which will have its world pre¬ 
miere at the Center for the Arts 
Yerba Buena Gardens tonight 
(continuing through June 2). 

Throughout his career, Goode 
has showed a fondness for decon¬ 
structing icons using healthy 
doses of irony, drama, and, most 
importantly, humor. The Maver¬ 
ick Strain, which Goode created 
with gay visual artist Nayland 
Blake (co-curator for the UC 
Berkeley/University Art Museum 


exhibit In a Different Light) and 
composer Beth Custer, is an ex¬ 
amination of the ways in which 
the mythology of the renegade pi¬ 
oneer spirit has been passed 
down through the generations 
and affects the collective con¬ 
sciousness of contemporary 
Americans. 

Never one to bow to tradition¬ 
al forms, Goode and his collabora¬ 
tors are presenting The Maverick 
Strain as an installation piece, 
which allows the audience to par¬ 
ticipate more directly in the expe¬ 
rience as they move from one per¬ 
formance component to another.

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Addicted in LA

’m just a 20th-century faggot” 
I is the first line of dialogue in 
I Dusty and Sweets McGee, a 
1971 documentary-based fiction 
about heroin addicts in sunny LA. 
A radical rent boys profession of 
un-American sexual activities re¬ 
tains a sneering subversiveness 
that will properly horrify any gay 
assimilationists in the audience. 
His best line: “I’m only a freak by 
the standards 1 reject.” 

Kit is one of a dozen characters 
portrayed by real-life junkies who 
reveal themselves to the camera 
through confessional monologues 
and fictionalized scenes. From this 
potential recipe for self-indul¬ 
gence and/or moralistic claptrap, 
writer/director Floyd Mutrux 
crafted a complex, compelling 
group portrait of people whose 
lives intersect at their need for a 
fix. 

Billy Gray, the straight-laced 
Bud from Father Knows Best, gives 
an amazingly sleazy performance 
as the evil pusher in the pale yel¬ 
low Mustang. He never removes 
his shades. With sleek, black 
shoulder-length hair, sideburns 
and a hard pack of smokes curled 
into a T-shirt sleeve over a 
swastika’d bicep, Gray makes 
Dennis Hopper look like a nice 
person. 

For a social document, the 
film’s artistic elements are unique¬ 
ly strong. Cinematographer 
William Fraker captures the 
streets of Los Angeles in all their 
luminous one-dimensionality and

sun-baked texture. The editing is 
brilliant. Unobtrusively pulling 
together disparate story lines, the 
film lets its visual and musical el¬ 
ements advance rather than mere¬ 
ly illustrate the narrative. The use 
of sentimental pop standards to 
underscore the entry of needles 
into flesh provides an insight into 


the dionysian release these lost 
souls were searching for. ▼

chetypes, but in a subtle way that 
celebrates the everyday. The 
power of myth elevates the polit¬ 
ical. This is not just about immi¬ 
grants. It’s about the heart of a 
people searching for a home, 
about a struggle to find home in a 
place that doesn’t welcome you.” 

Brava’s new digs 

Ellen Gavin, Brava’s artistic ex¬ 
ecutive director, knows all about 
finding a home. After ten years of 
rentals, Brava now owns (with a 
real mortgage) Brava Theater 
Center (formerly the York The¬ 
ater). Watsonville is the first pro¬ 
duction in the newly acquired but 
not yet renovated space in the 
heart of the Mission. “It’s so liber¬ 
ating that we have a place to do 
theater,” says Gavin. “I want to 
have one show after another here; 
I want to fill it with the spirit of 
theater.” When a local tried to gay- 
bait the theater, “community or¬ 
ganizers defeated the attempt to 
gay-bash Brava. We’re taking our 
rightful place in the larger com¬ 
munity.” Watsonville seems an ap¬ 
propriate first play for the new 
venue. Gavin sees the play as 
“polymorphously provocative. It’s 
got hets and gays and bisexuals — 
all kinds of hits that break the 
stereotypes of who is and who 
isn’t.” 

Renovation of the theater will 
begin in earnest after Watsonville 
closes. “We raised enough money 
to buy the building,” Gavin ex¬ 
plains, “but not enough to do a lot 
of renovation. But lots of people 
are coming in to help. A group of 
teenagers who study at Brava vol¬ 
unteered to clean and restore the 
old York Theater seats. I told them 
they could take credit for every 
person who sat in those seats.” 
There is room for volunteers of all 
levels of skill in the upcoming 
months, as major renovation of 
the space begins. If you’ve always 
wanted to be in at the beginning 
of a theater adventure, call Brava 
(641-7657) and volunteer to clean 
chairs, scrape paint or build a 
dream. Of course, you can also 
donate money if you are so in¬ 
clined. ▼

duced by Brava! for Women in the 
Arts. 

“I have known people who did 
community work there,” Moraga 
explained in a recent interview. 
“When the earthquake hit, the 
structure that was in place to sup¬ 
port the cannery workers geared 
up again to help the displaced 
people of Watsonville. A clinic es¬ 
tablished for the health of the 
people was set up and a food drive 
organized. As a Chicana feminist 
interested in exploring my own 
spirituality, I was struck by the 
convergence of events in Wat¬ 
sonville. But the play is not docu- 
drama. I interviewed strikers and 
community activists, incorporat¬ 
ed some of what I heard, forgot 
most of it, and created composite 
characters and situations. This is 
meant to be a work of creative fic¬ 
tion.” 

Amy Mueller 

Watsonville director Amy 
Mueller has ten years experience 
working with playwrights and de¬ 
veloping new work. Her enthusi¬ 
asm for the play, and its author, is 
palpable. “Working with Cherrie 
is fantastic. She is the most giving, 
the most deep thinking of writ¬ 
ers,” Mueller remarks. “She is very 
savvy to the difference between 
the page and the stage and how to 
translate one to the other. We’ve 
worked hard to weave the subtext 
both physically and visually. It’s a 
great collaboration. Sculpting this 
piece is like watching a flower 
bloom.” 

Like Moraga, Mueller is proud 
to claim her feminism. “My work¬ 
ing relationship [with Cherrie] is 
feminist,” she affirms. “By that I 
mean that we truly respect each 
other’s work. We’re both powerful 
women, and we both have our 
own vision of theater. But we’re 
both willing to put aside our egos 
for the sake of the project.” 
Mueller’s work with her actors is 
also based on “a feminist way of 
working. There’s a real openness, 
and a mutual respect,” she ex¬ 
plains. “This way, the entire cast is 
encouraged to have input into the 
creative process.” 

“The play is magical,” says 
Mueller. “I think it reflects on the 
power of faith, faith in standing 
up for justice, faith in a power 
greater than you, faith in commu¬ 
nity and the power of action. The 
play is mythic, the characters, ar-

i n the mid-1980s, workers at 
the Green Giant cannery in 
Watsonville went on strike. 
The successful action, organized 
primarily by Mexican immigrant 
women, lasted two years and re¬ 
sulted in an awakening of politi¬ 
cal consciousness among the 
workers. In 1989, the Loma Prieta 
earthquake hit the town with spe¬ 
cial ferocity. Three years later, La 
Virgen de Guadalupe appeared to 
one of the cannery strikers. Local 
playwright Cherrie Moraga re¬ 
turned to the Bay Area from New 
York at the time of the cannery 
strike, and followed the events 
there closely. By the time la Virgen 
appeared, Moraga knew that she 
had to write a play about this ex¬ 
traordinary place. The result is 
Watsonville, which opens May 25 
at Brava Theater Center, pro- 
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Fenton Johnson 


hausted, wearied and bereft, shar¬ 
ing the sere secrets of their wis¬ 
dom. Maybe Geography of the 
Heart is just too wise for my taste. 
If these are the lessons of love, I 
don’t want to learn. ▼

Geography of the Heart by Fenton 
Johnson; Scribner, $22 

i orrors. What hath AIDS 
wrought? Thirty years after 
i yt the raunchy revels of 
Stonewall, we’ve arrived at the 
point when our love stories are 
tales of the holy dead. Hot on the 
hem of Heaven’s Coast, Mark 
Doty’s memoir of his dead lover, 
comes Geography of the Heart, 
Fenton Johnson’s memoir of his 
dead lover. This trend of profane 
hagiography bodes ill for both 
love and death in its temptation to 
confuse the one with the other. 

Maybe this is not so strange. In 
his classic Love in the Western 
World, Denis de Rougemont ar¬ 
gued sixty years ago that only a 
passion doomed was worthy of 
the name. If this is true for hetero 
love, it’s an archetypal axiom for 
gays — in fiction, anyway. Queer 
love never ends happily, unless it’s 
in porn. If it’s serious, love be¬ 
tween men demands demons, dis¬ 
aster, death. Anything less is em- 
bourgeoisement. 

So much for fiction; real life is 
more relenting. As its title sug¬ 
gests, Fenton Johnson’s memoir 
aims not for the heights but for 
the heart. Johnson is less interest¬ 
ed in the poetry of passion than in 
its prose, in the way that love 
gradually accumulates in the wake 
of its reservations and refusals. In 
Geography of the Heart, Fenton 
isn’t so much swept off his feet by 
love as he is steadily undermined. 
He caves in — ; his lover Larry tri- 
umphs not by passion but persis¬ 
tence. Depending on your taste, 
this is either comic or tragic. For 
Fenton it’s both. 

The story can be summed up 
in a sentence: love is won only to 
be lost, the beloved slipping from 
the lover’s reach into the arms of 
death, and it’s only in the losing 
that the lover learns how much he 
loves. Obviously I’m too calloused 
to do it justice. The story is too fa¬ 
miliar. Edifying memoirs of this 
ilk inevitably echo the noble 
weepies of my Christian past — 
C. S. Lewis’ Surprised by Joy 
(translated to the screen as Shad- 
owlands) or Sheldon Vanauken’s A 
Severe Mercy — and I cringe. 

For me, the real interest in Ge¬ 
ography of the Heart is the bio¬ 
graphical background it provides 
to his earlier work, scissors, paper, 
rock, a novel written as Larry was 
dying and dedicated to his mem¬ 
ory. It’s impossible not to read the 
one book as a companion to the 
other, and the echoes here are 
richer. In scissors, it is Fenton’s 
character, Raphael, the youngest 
son of a large Kentucky family, 
who is dying of AIDS, as if Fenton 
could only address his grief by 
making Larry’s experience a part 
of his own. Key episodes are vir¬ 
tually identical between the 
books, but the result, surprising¬ 
ly, is that the repetition makes 
each book more moving, not less. 

Otherwise, Geography of the 
Heart was, for me, a bleak terrain. 
(How to review such books with¬ 
out impiety?) The character of 
Larry — not the person I never 
knew, but the personage Johnson 
creates — is neither interesting 
nor appealing. He’s too needy, too 
heroically desperate. He keeps 
telling Fenton how “lucky” he is to 
have Fenton in his life, and he’s 
right. Fenton is his savior, and 
Fenton’s fate is the usual one: he 
gets crucified. There are painful 
scenes exquisitely rendered in 


Johnson’s sane and quiet prose, 
which only makes them more 
painful. 

Such suffering is unavoidable 
given the nature of the genre. Re¬ 
membering our dead, we can’t 
help but distort. Johnson gave 
Larry’s father an early chapter of 
this book; the father responded, 
“We were not as good as you 
make us to be.” No doubt. When 
Johnson errs, he errs on the side 
of the angels. He is a fine writer, 
and apparently a fine person as 
well, but neither quality quite 
saves the book. Mark Matusek’s 
memoir Sex, Death, Enlighten¬ 
ment was as good as it was pre¬ 
cisely because Matusek admitted 
so much evil. • 

Sometimes I wonder how gay 
men in the future will read the 
works we’re writing now. It’s bare¬ 
ly been a generation since queers 
were openly out, when every book 
about ourselves appeared with the 
force of a revelation, of a love 
never seen before, of a lust as 
naked as it was divine. And now 
our writers are penning memoirs 
in their 30s, writing of love ex-

Fodors Gay Guide to the USA by 
Andrew Collins; Random House, 
$19.50 

:'4 eing “out” in cities like San 
,j | Francisco or New York is so 
easy it’s not hard to forget 
that the rest of America can be 
difficult for gays and lesbians. It’s 
a big country. For every friendly, 
enlightened face there’s another 
just around the corner that is as 
dumb as a rock. So, when it comes 
time to travel, even the most savvy 
and adventurous among us can 
use a little help figuring out where 
it’s safe for two men to hold hands 
or which quaint country inn will 
welcome us with open arms. 

To fill this need, a new book 
has come along that hopes to 
point gay men and lesbians in the 
right direction. Andrew Collins’ 
Fodors Gay Guide to the USA is a 
hefty, detailed look at the most 
popular American cities and re¬ 
sorts for gay travelers. One of the 
grand old names in mainstream 
travel publications, Fodor’s may 
seem an unlikely source for in- 
the-know gay lingo and discreet 
tips on how to cruise, but this is 
precisely what makes this book so 
singular and important. 

Some of Collins’ vacation 
picks are obvious — New York, 
SF, Provincetown, Key West — 


while others may be unfamiliar, 
especially to people living in Cal¬ 
ifornia. For instance, Atlanta 
emerges as a major gay capital for 
people living in the Southeast, 
and Dallas provides a similar 
though limited oasis for gay and 
lesbian Texans. People in the mid- 
Atlantic states spend weekends at 
resorts like New Hope, Pennsylva¬ 
nia and Rehoboth Beach, 
Delaware. 

Places you may never have 
dreamed of visiting take on a to¬ 
tally new hue after poring over 
this guide’s 500-plus pages. Al¬ 
though some destinations, like 
Honolulu and Minneapolis, are 
conspicuously missing, and the 
inclusion of others — St. Louis 
and Tucson for instance — may 
seem a stretch, the guide is well 
worth its purchase price. 

Each chapter of Collins’ well- 
researched book is preceded by a 
thoughtful essay that sets the 
scene with brevity and insight, 
covering both a city’s cultural and 
political climate. For example, be¬ 
fore listing the hottest clubs and 
restaurants in Denver, Collins re¬ 
caps the history of the losing bat¬ 
tle to defeat the anti-gay Amend¬ 
ment 2 in 1992. Introducing 
Chicago, he traces the roots of 
that city’s “gritty, working-class 
personality” and suggests that 
gays have been politically success¬ 
ful there by downplaying overt ac¬ 
tivism and working within the

city’s system. He praises San Fran¬ 
cisco’s natural beauty and gay his¬ 
tory (acknowledging in particular 
the response to the AIDS crisis) 
but thinks there are many cities 
with more interesting night life, 
for instance, Austin and Seattle. 

Sexually uninhibited 

Collins, 27, began working as 
an editorial assistant at Fodor’s 
after graduating from Wesleyan 
College. Three years ago, before 
resigning to begin a writing ca¬ 
reer, he pitched the idea of a queer 
travel guide to his bosses. 
Smelling a potential hit, Fodor’s 
backed him up. 

To research his guide, Collins 
traveled America for over two 
years in his car seeking tips on the 
best bars and restaurants, the 
gayest gyms and hotels, and where 
the most interesting tourist spots 
are in cities from Boston to San 
Diego. 

“Of the 20 months I spent 
writing,” said Collins, “I was on 
the road for 12, if not more. I 
would go to each city with names 
of friends or friends of friends to 
call. Or I would just canvas peo¬ 
ple. I spent as much time inter¬ 
viewing as I did going to restau¬ 
rants and bars.” 

Collins’ work focuses mostly 
on where to eat and drink, what 
to see, how to get around and 
where to meet people. He doesn’t 
draw maps to cruisy parks or 
bathhouses, but he doesn’t shy 
away from sex either. 

In a recent phone interview 
from Palm Springs, where he was 
promoting his book and doing re¬ 
search for another project, Collins 
told me, “We sort of compro- 
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mised, but I felt it was really im¬ 
portant to present a full spectrum 
of information for readers, to let 
them make up their own minds. I 
felt that if you desexualize [the 
book] you’re making a judgment 
about people and saying ‘this is 
not acceptable for a proper travel 
guide.’ I didn’t want to do that. 

“I also think it’s helpful. For 
instance, I’m in Palm Springs, and 
the degree to which guest houses 
here cater to a steamy crowd 
varies tremendously] I think it’s 
worth pointing that out.” 

Going more mainstream 

In recent years, gay travel has 
been a big subject both in and out 
of the community. Last year, even 
Time magazine did a story on the 
$17 billion gay travel industry 
(the author attributed the travel 
boom to all our disposable in¬ 
come). But do we really travel 


more than straights, as the article 
suggested? And do we spend more 
money? Collins isn’t so sure. 

“More is made of it than is 
probably true,” Collins stressed. 
“For example, restaurants that 
identify themselves particularly 
with a gay crowd don’t tend to be 
that upscale. I wouldn’t say we’re 
all out running around burning 
up money. But the disposable part 
of our income is significant. I hate 
to generalize, but I think we tend 
to go off and do things more and 
treat ourselves well. 

“The coming wave will be gays 
and lesbians traveling more and 
more to mainstream destinations 
because we feel more comfortable 
there. I think Provincetown and 
Key West will always do well, but 
the new gay places, Taos, Santa Fe, 
Sedona, the San Juan Islands, Pen¬ 
sacola, Charleston, and Southwest 
Vermont, are getting more and 
more of a following. 

“The cities that have strong 
followings with younger gays 
(Seattle, Austin), don’t have gay 
ghettoes. Gays are balanced with 
every other walk of life. That’s 
where we’re headed.” 

Collins is currently researching 
a new series of gay pocket guides 
to Northern and Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, Amsterdam and Sydney, 
Australia. He is also working on 
the second edition of Fodor’s Gay 
Guide to the USA , scheduled for 
an April 1998 release (Collins 
hopes sales will warrant annual 
updates). He urges anyone with

G ay USA (by George Hobica; First 
Books, $13.95) is a smaller, less 
thorough guide than Fodor’s Gay 
Guide to the USA. Though it offers a 
fraction of the listings found in the 
Fodor’s guide, Hobica has a sharp wit 
that makes Gay USA highly readable. 

Sometimes, though, the author’s style 
is a little too off-the-cuff. For instance, 
after noting a hot summer scene for 
watching sunbathing men at Belmont 
Rocks on Chicago’s Lake Michigan 
shore, he offers this advice, “Take 
Belmont East until you hit Lake 
Michigan and ask someone for directions.”

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good people and we cast it very 
carefully. 

Though Midnight Cowboy was 
adapted from a book, you had the 
actors improvise in rehearsal, 
sometimes using dialogue for a 
finished scene. Did you work simi¬ 
larly for Cold Comfort Farm? 

No, we didn’t have time. We had a 
very rushed schedule. I sat down 
with the actors and discussed 
roughly how we’d shoot the 
scenes. The actors were very frus¬ 
trated, especially Ian McKellen. 
He said, “This is a ridiculous way 
to work.” I agreed with him. 

The homosexuality of Midnight 
Cowboy is multi-layered. One 
could or could not interpret 
"Ratso" Rizzo (Dustin Hoffman) 
or Joe Buck (Jon Voight) as gay. 

I don’t think Joe was homosexu¬ 
al. He’s naive, and with the gang 
rape, his grandmother, the enema, 
he has a fear of penetration. 
Rizzo, I think, just wanted to be 
wanted by anybody — man, 
woman or dog. The relationship 
is very emotional but non-sexual. 

Still the question arises, Where 
does their relationship begin and 
end? How deep was their emo¬ 
tional commitment? 

That was very interesting in 
preparing the film. We improvised 
a number of scenes of what it’s 
like with these two guys who are 
highly suspicious of each other. At 
what point do they become more 
intimate? At what point do they 
listen to each other masturbate at 
night? With Rizzo, the hostility is 
so pronounced, “faggot” this and 
“faggot” that. People use that to 
claim that Midnight Cowboy is an 
anti-gay film. It’s politically incor¬ 
rect when Joe shoves the phone in 
poor Towny’s mouth. He’s essen¬ 
tially a masochistic character, he’s 
not a role model and the moment 
is horrifying. It wasn’t until Sun¬ 
day, Bloody Sunday that people 
were shocked that Finch’s (gay) 
character was a perfect role model 
as doctor. 

How did that role evolve? 

I remember the argument with 
screenwriter Penelope Gilliatt 
over Sunday, Bloody Sunday. In 


the initial script the two guys did¬ 
n’t even meet over the weekend, 
they talked on the phone or some¬ 
thing. I said this isn’t enough. 
They not only have to meet, they 
probably have to fuck. There was 
much objection to this. Then we 
discussed the famous kiss between 
Peter Finch and Murray Head, 
which still has audiences going 
“oooohh!” Gilliatt, or someone, 
said, “Couldn’t it be done in long 
shot or silhouette?” I said that’s 
exactly what it shouldn’t be. We 
shouldn’t make some arty state¬ 
ment, it should be through the 
door, mid-shot — wham! Of 
course, I know I was right. Finch 
and Head had no problem with it. 
When Finch was asked later how 
he did it, he said, “I did it for Eng¬ 
land!” 

What are your feelings on that 
film 25 years later? 

I think that film is really about 
people hoping to find some kind 
of permanent relationship with a 
younger person. If I’m critical of 
Sunday, Bloody Sunday, it’s that 
there should have been more 
campier moments, humor, levity. 
It’s very close to my own experi¬ 
ence and we were funnier while in 
the situation. 

Sunday, Bloody Sunday is autobi¬ 
ographical? 

Yes, totally [he implies an affinity 
to the Finch character]. 

You cannot be pigeonholed, but is 
there something — character, 
plot, whatever — that unites your 
work? 

My work is about people who 
started as outsiders or became 
outsiders. 


cian. I trained as an architectural 
draftsman. I wanted to design for 
the movies, but I was designing 
latrines instead. I went to Oxford, 
which was really the freest time in 
my life, then acted in several plays 
and films. 

Several years later, in 1961, you 
directed and produced a docu¬ 
mentary called Terminus. 

It won many awards and did very 
well. I tried to get in the industry, 
but couldn’t, so I became an actor. 
Strangely enough, I’ve gone back 
to acting. In The Lost Language of 
Cranes I played a famous writer 
and had to be lover for a day to 
Rene Auberjonois. In the movie, it 
looked like we’d been together for 
years! Recently, I’ve done Twilight 
of the Golds. Faye Dunaway is in it, 
the movie version of a play about 
the scientist who discovers the gay 
gene. I play an older scientist 
who’s a father figure to a younger 
scientist. 

Any upcoming directing assign¬ 
ments? 

Well, interestingly enough, The 
Normal Heart has come back into 
my orbit. Barbra Streisand had 
the rights for years and was vacil¬ 
lating. She called me and asked if 
I wanted to direct. I said yes. Larry 
Kramer has been a friend of mine 
long before he became a fire¬ 
brand. I wasn’t sure about the ma¬ 
terial a few years ago, it seemed 
dated. Now I think it’s historical. 
Larry is coming to stay with me in 
a few weeks and we’re going to 
work on the script. It’s as much 
about being a revolutionary as it 
is about AiDS. It’s an exceptional¬ 
ly powerful play and I think it 
must be done. ▼ 


Your background? 


I was a slow starter. I wasn’t good 
at anything I was expected to be 
good at. I was hopeless physically 
— broke my ankle, got rheumatic 
fever. I went to Oxford and 
trained as a royal engineer. I was 
in the service in World War II and 
at some point I said to hell with 
trying to be an officer and keep up 
with the Joneses, fuck it all — I’m 
going to be my own man.

I f you’re in the mood for a stupid, 
slapstick, madcap farce, the new 
Roberto Benigni film II Mostro 
(The Monster) could be just the ticket. 
Benigni plays a schlemiel who, through 
some pretty contrived coincidences, is 
mistaken for a serial killer terrorizing a 
bleak Italian suburb. Fortunately, the 
details of the plot are not so impor¬ 
tant. What counts are the comic bits 
that our Roberto is capable of. For Be¬ 
nigni is a great physical comedian, in 
the tradition of Charlie Chaplin and 
Buster Keaton. He uses his body in 
such dexterous and rubbery ways that 
he is worth sitting through a dumb-ass 
movie for. 

Certainly, feminists will not be 
charmed. In the world of II Mostro, 
women are merely objects whose sole 
purpose is to fire up Roberto’s libido. 
Even the leading lady, Detective Jessica 
Rosetti (played by Benigni’s wife, 
Nicoletta Braschi) must forever act lu¬ 
dicrously slutty in order to catch the 
predator. Watching the film with a 
straight audience that was laughing 
uproariously, I felt curiously detached 
from all the skirt-chasing. I wondered 
if I would feel so appalled if this were 
a gay flick, and Roberto were just an¬ 
other oversexed queer guy. 

Meanwhile, producer, director and 
writer Benigni truly is master of out¬ 
rageous shtick. There’s one sequence in 
which a lit ciggy is deposited in his 
pants: Benigni milks the panicky 
crotch-adjustment to the max, then re¬ 
peats the entire set-piece, instant re¬ 
play style, later in the film. That pretty 
much sums up the whole approach of 
this comic Mostro. ▼

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Life after Boston 

Bay Area Distance Runners look ahead to SF Marathon

| ith the famed 100th 
wm B° s t° n Marathon now a 
If % fading memory, mem¬ 
bers of San Francisco’s Bay Area 
Distance Runners (BADR), many 
of whom trekked across country 
to participate, are setting their 
sights on several upcoming San 
Francisco runs. The next big one 
is the San Francisco Marathon, 
scheduled for July 14. 

“We always have a lot of inter¬ 
est in the San Francisco 
Marathon,” said BADR President 
Dave Studach. “For some people, 
it’s the only marathon they ever 
run. It is a beautiful but some¬ 
what challenging course, starting 
at the Marin side of the Golden 
Gate Bridge and running across it 
into a tour that takes you through 
all the diverse areas of town, fin¬ 
ishing in Golden Gate Park.” 

With construction going on in 
the South Beach area of San Fran¬ 
cisco, BADR has been forced to 
cancel its annual BADR 1/2 
Marathon for the second year in a 
row. “I don’t know if we’ll ever 
host that race again,” Studach 
noted. “It started as part of Team 
San Francisco’s Sports Festival. 
When that died, we tried to keep 
the race going, but there are just 
too many things to do on Memo¬ 
rial Day weekend.” 

Studach was more positive 


about his experience in Boston. 
“BADR made an impressive 
showing in Boston, all things con¬ 
sidered,” he said. “With the strict 
qualifying standards for the 100th 
Boston Marathon, it was a testa¬ 
ment to our club’s abilities that we 
had so many people who made 
the cut.” 

One of the oldest and proba¬ 
bly most famous marathons in 
the world, the Boston Marathon 
usually attracts 7,000 to 9,000 
runners every year. This year, 
close to 40,000 runners packed 
the course, making it difficult for 
all but the front-runners to post 


decent times. 

“Considering the throngs of 
people, I think we all posted pret¬ 
ty good times,” Studach said. “We 
were actually more worried about 
the weather, which fortunately 
turned out to be crisp and clear.” 
Only a few days prior to the race, 
a blizzard swept through Boston, 
and freezing rain had been an 
early prediction for race day. 

Completing the 100th Boston 
Marathon for the Bay Area Dis¬ 
tance runners were: Todd 
Reisinger (3 hours and 9 min¬ 
utes); Tom Gerstle (3:40); John 
Patterson (3:30); Peter Lundberg 


(3:36); John Kruse (3:40); Gary 
Buchel (3:40); Bob Fredericks 
(3:46); Chuck Louden (3:48); Jane 
Meyer (3:49); Anna Bolick (3:57); 
Aaron Levin (4:15); and the fol¬ 
lowing with times unavailable: 
Paul Newman, Maria Lyons, 
Donna Hinshaw and Linda 
Postenrider. 

Not every BADR member flew 
across country to be part of 
Boston history. Closer to home, 
Char Leavitt (3:39), Rick Otto 
(3:39), and Jesus Mora (3:55), ran 
the Big Sur Marathon on April 28. 
Participating in the Big Sur 5- 
kilometer race, held in conjunc¬ 
tion with the marathon, were 
BADR runners Aaron Pierson 
and Sarah Lieu. 

Training runs are hosted every 
other Sunday by BADR. The runs 
gradually build in distance so that 
the 26.2 mile distance is within 
each runner’s grasp. While that 
distance may seem intimidating 
to most, BADR tries to make it a 
fun experience. 

For those interested in joining 
the Bay Area Distance Runners as 
they prepare for the San Francisco 
Marathon, call Dave Studach 
(626-1380) or Jane Meyer (653- 
3770) for complete details and 
training schedules. Also on tap for 
later this season: the Marine 
Corps Marathon in Washington, 
D.C. on October 27, and the Cal¬ 
ifornia International Marathon in 
Sacramento on December 8.

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uality and subsequent develop¬ 
ment of a gay identity, working- 
class men, like sailors, often had 
sex with other men. What mat¬ 
tered was behavior: tops were 
masculine while bottoms were 
perceived as being less than men. 
The Garden’s drag queens fall into 
the latter category, although they 
were known for undermining 
rigid butch/femme stereotypes. 

Undermining stereotypes 
means taking risks. Several im¬ 
personators flagrantly walked the 
streets in full drag — a crime at 
the time — and many of their sto¬ 
ries are tales of strength in the face 
of adversity. The authors attempt 
to put this strength in historic 
context and argue that the Garden 
of Allah “... was an incubator for 
the lesbian and gay consciousness 
that later would yield the true 
leaders of the movement.” 

Perhaps, but this book is not 
large enough in scope to support 
this claim, and the authors’ acade¬ 
mic conjectures detract from what 
makes it really fascinating — the 
lives and loves of a hitherto silent 
generation of drag queens. T

An Evening At the Garden of 
Allah: A Gay Cabaret in Seattle 
by Don Paulson with Roger Simp¬ 
son; Columbia University Press, 
$25 

eginning in 1946, Seattle’s 
Garden of Allah, located in 
that city’s Pioneer Square 
district, began staging drag shows. 
This basement nightclub attract¬ 
ed a mixed gay and straight audi¬ 


ence and attained a certain noto¬ 
riety with tourists, who shared 
drinks with the female imperson¬ 
ators and took photographs to 
show relatives back home. 
Through interviews and pho¬ 
tographs, An Evening At the Gar¬ 
den of Allah tells the stories of 
these impersonators while pro¬ 
viding a valuable glimpse into 
pre-Stonewall gay and lesbian life. 

“The shows at the Garden of 
Allah,” the authors write, “were 
dominated by acts and characters 
in the burlesque tradition.” Besides 


a life on the road — Garden 
performers such as Hotcha 
Hinton and Billy DeVoe were 
nationally known — this tra¬ 
dition required elegance and 
sophistication conveyed 
through costumes, de¬ 
meanor, and choice of mate¬ 
rial. Lewd humor and slop¬ 
piness were frowned upon. 
Glamour ruled: Garden en¬ 
tertainers looked like Hol¬ 
lywood starlets, even when 
half undressed. Stripping is 
the epitome of burlesque, 
and impersonator Jackie 
Starr was so convincing, she 
substituted for Gypsy Lee Rose on 
at least two occasions in New York. 
The several photographs of Starr 
in this book show a beautiful, con¬ 
fident woman who is a master of 
her craft. 

The success of a female imper¬ 
sonator rested on this mastery, 
and a camaraderie existed be¬ 
tween entertainers that encour¬ 
aged excellence. They shared 
make-up tips, went thrift-store 
shopping, and looked out for each 
other’s well-being. “A culture of 
pride was shared by female im¬ 
personators,” the authors write. 
“Both patrons and impersonators 
testified about the positive char¬ 
acter of their experience.” 

Positive, but not unbelievable 
or perfect. Unlike the warm and 
fuzzy drag queens of today’s Hol¬ 
lywood films, these female imper¬ 
sonators were sexually active gay 
men. Sailors who flooded the 
Garden’s, neighborhood couldn’t 
keep their hands off them, the af¬ 
fectionate pinch sometimes turn¬ 
ing to violence. In “Gay New 
York,” historian George Chauncey 
argues that prior to the psychi¬ 
atric categorization of homosex-
